to England, appointing Owen ap Edwyn, who invited 


' them over Prince of the Country. But Owen did 


not enjoy the Principality long ; for in the beginning 
of the following Spring, Gruffydb ap Conan and Cade. 
gan ap Blethyn returned from Ireland, and having 
concluded a Peace with the Normans, for ſome 
part of their Lands in Wales ; Gruffydh remained in 
Angleſey, and Cadogan had Cardigan, with part of 
Powy:s. But though Cadogan recovered his Eitate, 
yet in a little while after he loſt his Son Lhewelyn, 
who was treacherouſly murthered by the Men of 
Brecnock : at which time alſo dyed Rythmarch Arch- 
biſhop of S. Davids, the Son of Sulzen, being in the 
43 Year of his Age; a Man of the greatelt Piety, 
Wiſdom, and Learning, as had flouriſhed a long 
time in YVales, excepting his Father, under whole 
Turelage he was educated. The. Year following, 
King William Rufus, as he was hunting in the new 
Forreſt, was accidentally flain with an Arrow, which 
cone Walter Tyrrell ſhot at a Stag ; and his eldeſt Bro- 
ther being then engaged in the Holy War , Hem) 
Is younger Brother, whom in his life-time he had 
nominared his Succeſſor, was crowned in his {tcad. 
The ſame Year, Huzh Earl of Cheſter, Grono ap Ca- 

dogan, and Gwyn ap Gruffydb departed this life. 
About two Years after, a Rebellion broke out in 
England ; Robert de Beleſmo , the' Soh of Roger 4: 
Montgomery Earl of Salop, and Arnulph his Brother 
Earl of Pembreck, took up Arms againtt King Herr); 
which he being informed of , ſent them a very gra- 
cious Meſſage to come before him, and declare their 
Grievances, and the reaſon of their rifing up in Arms 
againtt his Majeſty. But the Earls inſtead of ap- 
pearing 1n Perſon, ſent him flight and frivolous Ex- 
cules, and in the mean while made all neceſſary Pre- 
pararions for the War, both by raifing of Forces, 204 
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fortifying their Caſtles and ſirong Holds. And to 
ſtrengthen themſelves the more, they ſent rich Pre- 
ſents, and made large Promiles to Torwerth , Cado- 
gan; and Meredith, the Sons of Blethyn ap Confyn ; 
tor to bring them to their fide. Robert fortified four 
Caſtles, namely, Arunde!, Tekinhil, Shrewsbury, and 
Brugge 3 which laſt, by reaſon that Robert built it with- 
out the conſent of the King, was the chief occafion 
of this War ; and Arnulph tortified his Caſtle at Pem- 
brock. After this, they entered in an hoſtile manner 
into the Territories of the King of England, waſting 
and deſtroying all before them. And to augment their 
firength, Arnulph- fent Gerald his Steward, to Mur- 
hart King of Trelend, deſiring his Daughter in Wed- 
lock ; which was eafily granted, with the Promiſe 
too of great Succours and large Supplies. King 
Henry, to put a ſtop to their bold Adventures, march- 
ed in perſon againſt them ; and laying fiege to the Ca- 
ſtle of Arundel, wan it without any great Oppoſi- 
tion 3 and quickly afterwards the Caſtle of Tekinhil! ; 
but that of Bragge, by reaſon of the ſcituation of the 
place, and rhe depth of the Ditch about it, ſeemed 
10 4, 9a longer time and harder ſervice ; and there- 
fore King Henry was adviſed to fend privately to 
lorwerth ap Blethyn, promifing him great Rewards if 
be forſook the Earl's part, and came over ro him ; 
urging to him, whar Miſchief Roger, Earl Robert's 
Father, and his Brother Hugh, had continually done 
to the Helch-Men. - And to make him the more 
willing to' accept of his Propoſals, he promiſed to 
ax tap all ſuch Lands as the Earl and his Brother 

In Wales, - without either Tribute or Homage ; 
which was a part of Powys, Cardigan, and{ half Dyfed ; 
the other part being in the poſſeſſion of William Fitz- 
Baldoyn, Iorwerth receiving theſe Offers, accepted of 
them very gladly, and then coming to the King, he 
ſent all his Forces to Earl Robert's Lands, who ha- 
ving received very ſtrict Orders, deftroyed without 
Mercy every thing they met with; and what made 
the Spoil the ' greater, Earl Robert upon his rebelling 
nk King Henry, had cauſed his People to con- 
's _— vey 
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vey all their Goods to ales, for fear of the Enzliſy, 
not thinking how his Father's Memory tounded a. 
mong the Welch. Bur when the News of 1; 
werth's Revolt reached the Ears of the Earl , ca. 
dogan and Meredith , Torwerth's Brothers ; their 
Spirits began to faint, as delpairing any longer to 
oppole the King, fince Torwereh, who was the Per. 
ſon of greateſt ſtrength in ales, had left and for. 
ſaken them, Arnulph was gone to Ireland to fetch 
home his Wife, and to bring over what ſuccour his 
Father in Law, King Murkare, could afford to ſend 
him ; but he nor coming in time, ſome other Method 
was to be tryed, how to get ſome Aid againlt the 
Engliſh. A little before this Rebellion broke out, 
Magnus, Harold's Son, landed the ſecond time in the 
Iſle of Angleſey, and being kindly received by Gruf- 
fydh ap Conan, be had leave to cut down what I'm- 
ber he had need for ; and fo returning to the Iſle of 
Man, which he had got by Conqueſt, he builr there 
three Caſtles, and then ſent to Ireland to have the 
Daughter of Murkare in marriage to his Son, which 
being obtained, he created him King of Man, Eatl 
Robert heating this, ſent ro Magnus for Aid againl! 
King Henry ; but receiving none, he thought it now 
high time to look to his own Safety ; and therefore 
he ſent to the King, requeſting rhat he might quiet- 
ly depart the Kingdom, in cale he ſhould lay dow 
his Arms ; which the King having granted, he fail'd 
to Normandy, And then King Henry ſent an Ex 
prels to his Brother Arnulph , requiring him eith?! 
to follow his Brother out of the Kingdom, or to de- 
liver himſelf up to his Mercy ; and io Arnulph went 
over allo for Normandy. When the King was 'e- 
tuned to London, Iorwerth took his Brother Meredith 
Priſoner, and committed him to the King's cuſtody ; 
his other Brother Cadozaw having reconciled himſeit 
beforehand, to whom Iorwerth gave Cardigan, with 
a part of Powys. Then Jorwerth went to Lond" 
to pur the King in mind-of his:Promiſe, and the Sc'- 
vice he had done him againſt Earl Robere ; but th: 
King finding now all matters at quiet , was cel 
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to all ſuch Remembrances, and inſtead of promifing 
what he had once voluntarily propoſed, againſt all 
Rules of Equity and Gratitude, he took away Dy- 
fed from Iorwerth, and gave it to a Knight of his 
own, Called Saer ; and Seratzwy Cydwe!y, and Gwyr 
he beſtowed upon Howel ap Grono, and ſent Iorwerth 
away more empty than he came : Nor was this ſuf- 
kcient Reward for his former Services; but the 
next Year King Henry mult ſend ſome of his Coun- 
" ſel to Shrewsbury, and cite Torwerth to appear there, 
under prerence of conſulting about the King's Bufi- 
neſs and Aﬀairs in thoſe Parts. But the Plot was 
laid deeper 3 and when without any ſuſpicion of 
Treachery he made his s > gry he was lurprizedly 
attaivted of High-Irealon, and then contrary to all 
Right and Juſtice actually condemn'd to perpetual 
Impriſonment ; the true reaſon of this unparalle!'d 
Severity being, the King feared his Strength, and 
was apprehenſive that he would revenge the Wrong 
and Aﬀeront he received at his hands. And indeed, 
well had he reaſon to fear that, when he fo ungrate- 
fully treated him, whole Service he had experienced 
to be ſo greatly advantagious to him. But the P»o- 
licy of Princes is unaccountable; and whether to 
value an eminent Perſon for his Service, or to fear 
him for his Greatnelſs, 1s a Subject that frequently 
diſturbs their moſt ſettled Conſiderations, Bur the 
Noblemen that were at this time ſent by the King 
to Shrewsbyry, were Richard de Belmerſh, who being 
chief Agent about Roger Montgomery Earl of Salop, 
was preterred to the Biſhoprick of London, and at- 
terwards appointed by this King , to be Warden of 
the Marches, and Governour of the County of Sa!op. 
With him were joyned in company, Walter Conſtable, 
the Father of M5i/o, Eatl of Hereford, and Rayner the 
| King's Lieutenant in the County of Salop. About 
this time, as Bale writes, the Church of Menevia or 
S. Davids, began to be ſubject to the See of Canter- 
bury, being always afore the Metropolitan Church of 
all ales. : 
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Shortly after this, Owen ap Edwyn, who had beey 
Author of no ſmall Miſchief and Diſturbance to the 
Welch, in moving the Engliſh againſt his natura] 
Prince, and Son in Law Gruffydb ap Conan, depart. 
ed this Life, after a tedious and milerable Sickneſs ; 
of which he was ſo much the leſs pityed , by how 
much he had proved an Enemy and a Iraytor to his 
native Country. He was the Son of Grono, by his 
Wife Edelflede the Widow of Edmund, \urramed 
Fronſide, King of England; and had the Title of 
Tegeng/; though the Engliſh, when they had com. 
pelled Gruffjdh ap Conan to flee to Ireland for fafety, 
conſtituted him Prince of all North-Wales. After 
his death, Richard Fitz-Baldwyn laid fiege to, and 
took the Cattle of R ydcors, and forcibly drove Here! 
ap Grono, to whom rk Henry had committed the 
cuſtody of it, out of the Country. But Howe! quick- 
ly returned, and with a high Spirit of Revenge, be- 
gan to deſtroy and burn whatſoever he could meet 
with, and then meeting a Party of the Normans in 
their return homewards, he fell upon the flank of them 
with a very conſiderable flaughter ; and ſo brought all 
the Country ro his ſubjettion , excepting ſome few 
Gatriſons and Cafiles which would not ſurrender to 
him. The fame time King Henry took away from 
Saer the Government of Dyfed, which formerly was 
Torwerth ap Blethm's, and beſtowed it upon Gerald, 
who had been ſome time Earl Arnulph's Steward in 
thole Parts; and therefore by reaſon of his know- 
ledg of the Country, was in all probability beſt able 
to rake upon him the Management of it, But the 
Normans in Rydeors Caſtle being ſenſible that they 
were not able to effe&t any thing againſt Howe! p 
Grono 10 open Field, after their accuſtomed manner, 
began to pur that in execution by Treachery, which 
they could not compaſs by force of Arms. And 
how to make Howel a Sacrifice to thoſe Normans 
he had lately ſlain, they could find no ſafer way than 
by corrupting one Gwgan ap Meyric, a Man 1n great 
Favour and Eſteem with Howe! , upon the account 


chiefly that one of his Children was nurſed by i 
1te. 
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Wife, This ungrateful Villain, to carry on, his wick- 
ed Intrigue the more unſuſpetted , gave Horwel a very 
earneſt invitation to his Houle to a Merriment, where, 
without any ſuſpicion of Treachety, being come, he 
was welcomed with all the ſeeming Aﬀection and 
Kindneſs imaginable. But no ſooner was he ſettled, 
but Gwgan gave notice thereof to the Norman Garri= 
ſons ; and therefore by break of day they entered the 
Town , and coming about the Houſe where H:-wel 
lay in Bed, they prelently gave a great ſhour. Howe! 
hearing the noiſe, ſuſpected ſomething of Miſchief, 
and therefore leaping in all haſte out of Bed , he 
made to his Weapons, but could nor find them, by 
reaſon that Gwgan had conveyed them away whilit 
he was aſleep. And now being aflured of Treachery 
in the caſe, and finding that his Men had fled for 
their Lives, he endeavour'd all he could to make his 
_ ; but Gwgan and his Company were too quick 
for himz and fo being ſecured, they ſtrangled him, 
and deliver'd his Body to the Normans, who having 
cut off his Head, convey'd it to the Caſtle of Rydcers. 
This moſt villainous Murther, ſo barbaroufly commit- 
ted upon the King's Lieutenant, was not 1n the leaſt 
taken notice of; for King Henry was ſo unreaſona- 


bly prejudiced in favour of the Normans, that whate- . 


ver Miſdemeanour, be it of never ſo high a nature, 
was by them commitred, it was preſently winked ar, 
and let fall ro the ground ; whereas, if the Mich 
treſpaſſed but againſt the leaſt injun&tion of the King's 
Laws, they were moſt ſeverely puniſhed : which 
was. the cauſe that they afterwards ſtood up again? 
the King in their own defence, being by experience 
aflured, that he minded nothing more than their utter 
Deſtruction, 

About this rime An/elm, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
convened a Synod at Londin , wherein among othes 
Injuntions then decreed, the Celibacy of rhe Clergy 
was enjoyned ; Marriage being before ever allowed 

mn Britain , to them in Holy Orders. But th$ 
new Injun&ion created' a great deal cf Heat ard 
Animofities among the Clergy, ſome approving ct ,

as reaſon and orthodoxical ; others condemnire 
it, as an innovation, and contraty to the plain Lettc; 
of Scripture. But duing theſe Diſputes between 
the Clergy, King Henry being now in the Fifth Year 
of his Reign, failed over with a great Army into 
Normandy,” where his Brother Robert , together with 
Robert de Beleſmo, Arnulph, and William Eail of Mer- 
eaign, gave him batrel ; but the King having obtain. 
ed the Victory , took the Duke: his Brother, with 
William of Mortaign, Priſoners 5 and carrying them 
into England, he cauled fuſt his Brother Robert's 
Eyes to be plucked our, and then condemned them 
both to perpetual impriſonment 1n the Caſtle of Cay 
dyff. About the ſame time Meyric and Gr:ffydh, the 
Sons of Trahaern ap Caradoe were both {lain by the 
means of Owen ap Cadogan ap Blethyn ; whoſe Un- 
cle Meredith ap Blethm , who had been Priloner tor 
a long time 1n England, now brake open the Priſon, 
wherein he was vety narrowly confined ; and return- 
ing to his own Country, had his Eſtate reſtored, which 
afterwards he quietly enjoyed. 

The next Year a very diſmal and calamitous Ac- 
cident happening in the Low-Countries, proved ve- 
ry incommodious and prejudicial to the ZY:/ch; for 
a great patt of Flanders being drowned by the over- 
flowing of the Sea, .the Inhabitants were compel| «| 
to ſeek for ſome other Country to dwell in , their 
own being now covered with Water, And there- 
fore a great many being come over to England, they 
requeſted of King Henry to aſlign them lome patt ot 
his Kingdom which was empty and void of Inha- 
bitants, where they might ſertle and plant themlelves. 
The King raking advantage of this charitable oppo:- 
runity, and being in a manner aſſured, that thele 
Flemings would be a conſiderable Thorn in the fide 
of the Melch , beſtowed upon them very liberally 
what was not juſtly in his power to give ; and ap- 
pointed them the Country of Ros, in Dyfed or Weſt- 
Wales, where they conti?'to this day. But Gera'4 
the King's Lieutenant in thoie Parts, was reſolved *9 
be afore-hand with themy and rebuilt the Caſtle 0: 
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mbrock, in a place called Congarth Fechan ; whither 
2 removed his Family and all t6s Goods, But here 
a very unfortunate accident happened to him ; for 
Cadwgan ap Blethyn having prepared a ſumptuous Feaft 
io the Chriſtmas, invited all the Lords to his Country- 
Houſe in Dyfed, and among the reſt his Son Owen, who 
lived in Powys. This young Gentleman beihg ar his 
Father's Houſe, and hearing Neſt the Wife of Gerald 


. univerlally praiſed for her incomparable Beaury, was 


ſo ſmitten With the rumour that went abroad of her, 
that by all .nieans. he muſt ſee the Lady, who was by 
11 fo mach” #dmired. And foraſmuch as Gw!adys, 
Wite tO Rbys aþ Theodore, and' Mother to Neſt, was 
the Daughtet of R:walbon ap Confin,, Cofin-Germari 
to Cadwgan his Father ; under pretence of. Friendſhip 
and Relation, he made bold to pay her a Viſir. Bur 
finding the Etuth 'far to ſurpaſs the Fame that went of 
her, he returned home ſo inflam'd with her Charms, 
that not being able to keep the Maſtery over himſelf, 
he went back again the very ſame night, and beivg 
atrended by a company of wild, head-ſtrong Youths, 
they privily. entered into the Caſtle, - and encompal- 
ng he Camber abour, where Gerald and his Wife 
lay, they ſet 'the Houfe oh fire. Gerald hearing a 
noiſe, would fain go our to know the meaning of ſuch 
unſeaſonable Diſturbance ; bur his Wife fearing ſome 
Treachery, perſuaded him ro make as private an E- 
ſcape as he could ; and then pullitig up a Board in the 
Privy, let him go that way. Then returning to hec 
ber,ſhe would fain aſſure thoſe notorious Youths, 

that there was no body beſides her ſelf and Children 
there ; bur this being not ſatifafoty, they forcibly 
broke in, and having ſearched eyery the moit privatc 
Corner, and not finding Gerald, they took his Wife 
and two Sohs, with a Son and a Daughter born by a 
Concubite, and cartied themi away to Powys ; ha- 
Ving firſt ſer fire to the Caftle , and deſtroyed the 
Ountry as t went along, Cadwfgan, Owen's Fa- 
, hearitg of what outragious Crime his Son had 
Committed ; was acedios concerned and lorry, 


chiefly becauſe hereby he was like to incur King 
| | K Heiit7's 
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Henry's ent Diſpleaſure : and therefore he went with 
[ 


© all ſpeed to Powys, and deſired his Son with all In- 


treaties, to ſend home to Gerald his Wife and Chil. 
dren, with whatever elſe he had taken away from 
him, But Owen was [0 amorouſly inexorable with re- 
ſpect to the Woman , . that he would by no means 
art with her ; however, upon her requelt he was wil- 
Fog to reſtore Gera/d his Children back again, which 
forthwith he. performed. But when Richard Biſhop 
of London, whom King Henry had conſtituted War- 
den of the Marches, being now at Shrep:bury, heard 
of this, he ſent” for Ithe] and Madoc the Sons of Ryryd 
ap. Blethyn , Perſons of, great Power and {nterelt in 
ales, promiſing them. very confidetable Reward, be- 
des the Government of the whole Country, in caſe 
they could bring Owen and his Father Cadwgan, either 
dead or . alive, to him, that he wight revenge that 
hainous Aﬀront which they had done to the King of 
England. With them he joyned Lhywarch the Son of 
Trabaern ap Caradec, hob rwo Brethren Owen had 
ſlain, and Uchtryd the Son of -Ed&yn ; which Four un- 
dertook to, wi ot: ually the Biſhop's Propoſal to 
them. But wher they had united their Forces, and 
began in an hoſtile nianner to deſtroy the Country as 
they paſſed along, Uchiryd ſear private notice before 
im, requiring all who were any way defirous of their 
own Safety , to come to him ; becauſe no Quarters 
was to be piven to any that was found in the Country. 
The People being thus ſo opportunely forewarned , 
Pagan to bethink ' with themſelves how they might 
eſt avoid ſo eminent-a danger ; and thereupon ſome 
fed to Aruſtly, others to Meliemeb, ſome to Strady- 
&@y, and ſome to Dyfed; but in this latter place they 
met with bg cold welcom; for Gerald, who was 
then very bu en exerciſing Revenge upon thar Coun- 


try, falling in among them, cut off a conſiderable 
number of them, - The like fare befel them who elca- 
ped to Aruith and Meliewth; for Walter Biſhop of 
ereford having raiſed an Army in defence of the 
Town of Caermyrdbyn, before he could come thither, 
accidentally mer with theſe {tragling Fugitives, and 
| Knowing 
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wooming What Cotintry they belonged to, without 
Uty further Ceremony, he fell upon them, and put 
wot, of them to the Sword, But they who fled to 
Stradeyity, , were gently received by Meredith ap Ry- 
thirch, and ſuch as reſorted to Ucheryd, were kindly 
entertained Dy him ; and ſo he marched with the reſt 
f bis Confe erates to Rydcors Caſtle ; it being the 
general opinion,” that it was beſt to enter rhe Country 

Night, and to take Cadwpar and Owen his Son by 
futprize: But Uchrryd reflecting upon the Dificulry 
of the Couticry', and how eafily they might be en« 
mapp'd. by an Armbuſcade, diſſuaded them from any 
fuch nofturnal Undertikings ; and told them, that 
it was far more adviſable ro enter the Country in good 
order, when the light gave the Soldiers opportunity to 
and obſerve their ranks. But whillt they were 

nlidering of the moſt effeAtual way to carry on 


as Owen got a Ship ar Aberdyfi, bound 
oh 
ſear 


d ; and eſcaping thither, avoided the nar= 
row ſearch that was the following day miade for them. 
D t When neither Father nor Son could be found, all the 
fai t was [aid upon Ucheryd, who had difſuaded them 
fron falling upon the Caſtle unexpectedly z and there- 
10 all they could.do, fince theit eſcape, was to burn 
ang deſtroy the Country 3 which they 4id effetually, 
ES rpong the rwo Sanctuaries of Lhanpadarn and 
Handeros Brefs, ; out of which however they took le= 
Ya! Perſons. who had eſcaped thither, and carried 
tnem_away Priſoners to their ſeveral Countries, Bur 
Vers, with them who were accellary to the burning 

Kyacors Caſtle, being fled into Feland, deſired the 
-Umbrape and Protection of King Mzrcare ; who re-

im very gladly, upon the account of their for- 
acquaintance ; | for Owen , during the War be- 
Viat the Earls of Arundel and Cheſter, and the Welch, 
ha fled to King. Murcare, and brought him very rich 
\Pieledts from J7/ales. ' Cadwgan all this while lay pri- 
Yately in Powy} ; but thinking it impoſlible to conti- 
due there Jong undiſcovered, he adjudged it his witer 
Way to ſend to King Henry, and to declare his Inno- 


;cency and Abhorrence of thar Fact which his Son had 
K 2 c£mmitred. 
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-commitred, The King was eaſily perſuaded thar the 


old Man was guiltleſls, and wholly ignorant of his 
Son's Crime; and therefore he gave him permiſſion 
to remain in the Country, and to enjoy the Town 
and Lands he received by his Wife , who was the 
Daughter of. a Norman Lord , called Pypor de Say. 
Bur his Lands in Powys were otherwiſe diſtributed ; 
for his Nephews Madoc and Izbe! , finding what Cir- 
cumſtances their Lincle Cadwygan lay under, upon the 
account of his Son Owen ; they divided betwixt them- 
ſelves ſuch Lands as he and his Son poſſeſſed in Powys, 
though afterwards they could never agree abour the 
equal diſtribution of it. "To counter-ballance this, 
Cadwgan made ſuch Friends to the King of England, 
that upon paying the Fine of foo /. he had a prant 
of all his Lands in Cardigan, and a power to recall 
all the Inhabitants , who had tubb'd off upon the 
publication of the King's late Order, That no Welch- 
man or Norman ſhould dwell in Cardigan. Upon in- 
formation of this grant to Caawpan, ſeveral of them 
that etired to Ireland returned again privately to 
Wales , and lurkingly remained.with their Friends ; 
but Owen durſt not appear in Cardigan, by reaſon that 
His Father had received that Country from King Hen- 
7y, upon condition that he would never entertain or 
receive his Son, nor by any means ſuccour him either 
with Men or Money. Nevertheleſs, Owen came to 
Powys, and would fain be reconciled to the King, 
and make an Attonement for his late Miſdemeagour ; 
but he could find no body that would venture to ſpeak 
In his behalf, not make the Ring acquainted with his 
defire and willingneſs ;to ſubmit. © And thus being 
hopeleſs and full of Deſpair, he could not poſſibly d1- 
vine which way to turn himſelf ; rill ar laſt, a very 
unexpected opportunity offered him means and occa- 
hon to oppole the Engliſh. The matter was this. 
there happened a Difference hetwixt Madoc ap R114 
and the Biſhop of London, Lieutenant of the Marches 
of Wales , about certain Enghſh Felons , who being 
under the ProteCtion of Magoe , he would not 1c- 
ſtore at the Biſhop's requeſt, The Biſhop being much 


ofended 
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offended at Medawe's denyal, threatned him very ſe- 
yerely ; and therefore to make all poſſible Preparations 
againſt an enſuing ſtorm, Madawe ſent to Owen, who 
heretofore was hus greateſt Enemy , deſiring his help 
againft the Biſhop 3 and by this means being reconci- 
led, they took their mutual Oaths not to betray each 
other, and that neither ſhould make a ſeparate Apgree- 
ment with the Eng/zſþ , withour the Knowledg and 
jon of the other. And fo uniting their 
Power, they (poiled and ravaged all the Courftry about 
them, deſtroying whatever they could meet with wi hich 

ed to thoſe they had no kindneſs or affection ſor, 
without the leaſt diſtinCtion of Engliſh or We'ch. 
Iorwerth ap Blethyn had been very unjuſtly detain'd 
in Priſon all this time ; and now King Hemy calling 
to mind. what Hardſhip he laboured under, and that 
he committed him to cuſtody upon no pretence of 
Realon, ſent to know of him, what he was willing 


to pay for his Liberty. Iorwerth being now almott - 


ready to fink under a fatigue of fo Jong Impriſon- 
ment, was glad to give any thing he was able, to ob- 
tain that which he had ſo long in vain hoped for ; 
and. therefor he promiſed either 300 /. in ſpecie, or 
to the value of it in Cattel and Horſes ; for the pay- 
ment of which, Torgerech and Ithe! the Sons cf his 
Brother Ryryd were deliver'd for Pledges. Then the 
wo poape him out of Priſon, and reſtored him all 
his Lands which were taken from him ; and of the 
due for his Liberty, the King beſtowed 10 /. upon 
Henry, Cadwpan's Son by the Daughter. of Pygor de 
Say the Norman. Owen and Madawe all this while 
committed all the waſt and deſtrution poſſible, and 
cruelly annoyed both the Engliſh and Normans ; and 
always withdrew and retired to Iorwerth's Eitate , 
which fo troubfed him, by reaſon of the King's ſtrict 
Orders, not to permit Qwer to come to his or C:- 
awgan's Territories, that at length he ſent to them this 
politive and peremprory Rebuke ; ** Sinceit hath pleal- 
"ed God to place us in the midſt of our Enemies, 
"and to deliver us into their hands ; and hath o far 


«. weakened us, as that we arc not able ro do any thing 
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« by our own ſtrength.; and your Father Cadwgan and 
«* my ſelf, are particularly commanded, under Penalty 
« of forfeiting our Lands and Eſtates, not to afford you 
« any Succour 'or' Refuge during theſe your rebellious 
& Practices ; therefore as a Friend I intreat YOU, COMe 
« mand you as a Eord, and defire you'as a Kinſman, 
« that you come no more to mine or your Father Ca- 
« Jwgan's Territories. Omen and -Madawc receiving 
ſuch a preſumptuous Meſſage, were the more entaped, 
and in the way of a malignant retribution, did more 
el hes heretofore , ſhelter themſelves in lor- 
werth's Country ; in fo much, that at laſt, fince thar 
they would neither by Threats nor Intreaties deſiſt 
Gom their wonted Courſes, he was forced to gather 
his Power, and to drive them out. by force of Arms. 
Being chaſed our hence, they made In-roads into 
Uchtryd's Country in Merionythſhire ; but Uchrryd's 
Sons, being then 1n Cyverlioc, hearing 'of it, they hk 
to the People of the Country, with poſitive Orders to 
oppoſe 2nd reſiſt = they would: make to enter 
the Countrey. The People, tho wanting a $kilful 
Commander, were refalv'd to do as much as lay in 
their power ; and fo meeting with them by the way, 
they ſet upon them (o furiouſly, that Owen and Mi- 
dawc, tho after a brave Defence, were forced to bear 
back, and to take the heels ; Owen to Cardigan to his 
Fatier Cadwgan,, and Madazc to Powys. Yet all this 
Misfortune could not ſuppreſs the reſtleſs Spirit of 
Owen ; for as ſoon. as he could rally together his ſcat- 
ter'd Troops, he made divers In-roads into Dyfed, and 
carrying away ſeveral Perſons to the Ships, that they 
came in from Ireland; he firſt ranſom'd them, ard 
then liſting them under his own Command , made 
ſuch addition to his Army , that he ventur'd to ſer 
upon a Town jn Dyfed belooging to the Fleming, and 
having rafed it to the ground, he returned to Card- 

14n ; having no' regard to what Inconveniency might 
befall his Father from the King of England, upon this 
account ; which a little afterwards unhappily fell out. 
For it happen'd that ſome of Owen's Men having had 
intelligence, thar a certain Biſhop called H/!lam e 
| Brabant, 
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Brabent, was upon his Journey through that Country 
to the Court of Eng 
who wirhour any apprehenſion of Treachery, paſſing 
through rhe Country, was unexpeRedly lain, he and 
all his Rerinue. - Torwerth and Cadwgan were then at 
Court, to ſpeak with King Henry, concerning cettain 
Buſineſs of their own ; but whilit they diſcourſed the 
King, in comes a Fleming, that was a Brother to the 


deceaſed Biſhop, and with a very loud Exclamation, 
RC how that Owen, Cadwgar's Son, had flin 
his Brother and the reſt of his Company ; and that he 
was ſuccour'd and entertained in Cadwgan's Country. 
King Henry hearing this, was wrathfully diſpleaſed at 
ſach cruel” Barbarity , that a Perſon of that Quality 
and Profeſſion ſhould be fo rreacherouſly murther'd ; 
and rherefore he asked Cadwgan what he could ſay to 
the matter; who anſwered, that what had (ſo unhap- 
ply fell out, was done without the leaſt of his know- 
edg or approbation, and therefore deſired his Majelty 
to 1impate all the Blame and Guilt of that unforrunate 
Aﬀion' to his Son Owen, But King Henry was fo far 
from being ſatisfied with this Reply, that he told Ca- 
an in a violent paſſion , That ſince he could nor 
keep his Son ſo, but that he was aided and conrinual- 
ly entertained in his Country, he would beſtow it up- 
on another Perſon , who was betrer able and more 
willing to keep him out; and would allow him a 
Maintenance upon his own proper Charges, upon 
theſe Conditions, That he ſhould not enter into ales 
any more, without his farther Orders ; and (o grant- 


ing him Twenty Days for the ordering his Aﬀairs, he 


gave him liberty to retire to any part of his Domini- 


Ofs, excepting Y/ales. When Owen and Madawe were 


informed how Cadwgan was treated by the King of 
England, and that Cardigan, which was their chiefeſt 

of refuge, was to be given to another Perſon, 
they thought that their Condition by this time was de- 
Iperate, and that they had not better ſtay any longer 
in Britain ; and thetefore with all ſpeed they took

nounbly enterrained by King Murkare.

land , laid wait for his coming ; 
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Henry ſent for Gilbert Strongbow, Earl of Strygill, a Pe- 
ſon of noted Worth and: Valour, and one who had 
often: ſyed ro the King for to grant him ſome Lands 
in Hales, and beſtowed upon him: all the Lands and 
Inheritance of Cadwzan ap Blethm , in caſe he 
could conquer and bring the Country under. Gil- 
bert very thankfully accepted of the Propoſal, and ha- 
ving drawn together all the Forces he was able to raiſe, 
he paſſed to Wales, and being_come to Cardigan, 
without the lealt Trouble qr Oppoſition, he reduced 
the whole Country to his Subjection. The firſt thing 
he did, was the þeſt he conld to ſecure himſelf in this 
new-purchaſed Inheritance ; in order to which , he 
erected rwo Caltles, one upon the Frontiers of North- 
Wales, upon the Mouch of the River Y!ayth, a Mile 
diſtant from Lhanbadarn ; the other rowards Dyfed, 
upon the River Teifi,- at a place called Dynzerant; 
where, as fome think, Roger Montgomery had lome- 
time before laid the Foundation of Ci/garran Calle. 
Owen and Madatec were all this while in Ireland ; but 
this latter'being at length eired with the Country, and 
not willing to endure the Manners and Cultoms of the 
In:ſb, came over for Wales, and paſſed to the Coun- 
ery of his Uncle Iywerth. Iorwerth being acquainted 
with his arrival , was fearful to ſuffer the ſame Fate 
with his Brother Cadwgen , - by winking at his being 
there ; and therefore without any regard to Relation 
or Conlanguinity, he preſently iſſued our a Proclama- 
tion, forbidding any of-his Subjects under a great Pe- 
nalty to receive-him , but that they ſhould account 
him-an open Enemy to their Country, and endeavour 
all they could to ſecure him , and ro bring him Prilo- 
ner before him, When Medawe.underitocd this, how 
.thar his. Perſon was: 1a continual danger whrl:: he re- 
mained there; having drawn to him all the Our-laws 
and Villains m the Country; he kept in the Rocks and 
Mountains, deviſing all the ways and means he could 
to be revenged upon Torwerth ;- and fo. made a private 
. League and Agreement with Lhywarch ap Trahaern, 
; who for a lo rime had been a'mortal Enemy ol 19Y- 
Perth. Thelg two Aﬀociates, having intelligence 
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that Torwerth lay one night at Caereineon, gathered all 
their ſtr and came and encompaſſed the Houſe at 
Midnight ; which when Torwerth's Servants perceived, 
they aroſe and defended the Houſe with all the Might 
they could ; but the Afſſailants at Jaſt putring the 
Houle on fire, they were glad, as many as could, to 
elcape through the Flames ; the greateſt part being 
forced to yield, either to the Enemies Sword, or the 
more conquering Fire. Jorwerth ſecing no remedy, 
bur that he muit undergo the ſame Fare as his Men 
had done , chole rather to dye in the preſence of his 
Enemies, with his Sword in his Hand, than to com- 
mit his Life to the cowardly Flames ; and therefore 
ruſhing out whe 0,0 Violence, he was received up- 
on the points of the Enemies Spears, and ſo being toſ- 
ſed into the Fire, he miſerably periſhed by a double 
death. As ſoon as King Henry heard of his Death, he 
ſent for roms, v to him, and gave him all his Bro- 
ther's Eſtate, being Powys-land; and promiſing his 
Son Owen his Pardon , upon condition he would de- 
mean himſelf quietly and loyally hereafter , willed 
him to ſend for him back from Ireland. King Henry 
alſo about this time , married his natural Son Robere 
to Mabil Daughter and ſole Reir to Robert Fiz-hamon 
Lord of Glamorgan, in whoſe Right this Robert became 
Lo of Glamorgan, being before by the King created 
E. of Gloceſter; by whom the Caſtle of Cardaf was builr. 

But Madam finding the matter nothing mended, 
and that his other Uncle Cadwgan, who lay under 


the ſame Obligation to the King of Fn2/and, ruled. 


the Country , hid himſelf in the moſt privare and in- 
acceſſible places, watching only an opportunity ro 
commit the like Fatt npon Cadwgan, and to murder 
tim by one treacherous way or another. And this he 

eted in a little time; for Cadwmgan having reduced 
the Country to ſome ſort of Settlement and Quietnels, 
and reſtored the Courts of Judicature, where he ſate 
"n perſon to adminiſter Juſtice ; came with the reſt of 
the Elders of the Country-to Trallong, now Pool ; and 

ving begun ro build a Caſtle, he thought to make 


that the conſtant - Scat of his Habitation, _ 
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underſtanding his Deſign , laid 1n ambuſh for him jn 
his way to Trall&wg; and as Cadwgan unconcerned|y 

ed by, withour the leaſt ſuſcicion of Treachery, 

ſuddenly ſet upon him, and flew him, without al. 
lowing him any time either to fight or eſcape. Then 
he ſent preſently a meſſage to Shrewsbury, to the Biſhop 
of London, the wr ieutenant in the Matches, ty 

him in mind of his former Promiſes to him, when 
he chaſed Owen out of the Country ; becauſe that the 
Biſhop bearing an inveterate Enmity to Cadwpan, and 
his Son Owen, granted Madame ſuch Lands z As his 
Brother Ithe/ was poſſeſſed of But Meredith ap Ble. 
thn, being informed of the death of both his Brother, 
went in all haſt to the King, defiring of him the Land; 
of Torwerth in Powys, which he had lately granted to 
Cadwgan ; which the King granted him, till ſuch time 
as Owen ſhould return from Ireland. Owen did not 
ſay long before he came over; and then poing to 
King Henry, he was honourably received, and had 
all his Fathers Eſtate teſtored to him ; whereupon, in 
gratitude of this fignal Favour, he voluntarily promil- 
ed to pay the King a conſiderable Fine , for the due 


paymenr of which, he gave very reſponſible Pledge, 


Madaze finding himſelf alone to be lefr in the lurch, 
and that he had no ſeeming Power to bear Head againſt 
the King, thought it allo kis wileſt way to make what 
Reconclliation he could ; and rherefore he offered the 
King a very great Fine, if he ſhould peaceably enjoy 
ts tormer Eſtate, promiſing withal, never to moleſ 
= _ = one that was ſubject ro the Crown of 
ng Henry willing to bring all matters to 
ſertled ry 2 , readily granted by Requeſt, and 
conferred upon him all he could reaſonably ask for; 
only with this Proviſo , rhat'upon his peril he ſhould 
provide for the Relations of them whom he: had (o 
baſely murthered. 
| And thus all matters being brought to a peaceable 
concluſion in ales 3 the NEXT Year, Robert de Beleſmo, 
who had been one of the chief Inſtruments of thelc 
Welch Diſturbances, in that great Rebellion, which 
bimſelf, with Roger de Mou z, Eajl of Sale, yrs 
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his. Brother Armulph Earl of Pembroke had raiſed 
againſt the King ; was taken Priſoner by King Henry 
in Nermendy, and committed to perpetual Impriſon- 


nent in Farbam-Caſtle. The Year following, Mere- 4 


dith ap Rlethyn detached a conſiderable Party of his 
Men, ro make Incurſions into the Country of Lhywarch 
Trahaern 4p Gwyn, who was an inveterate Enemy 
k hunſelf and Owen ; by reaſon that by his Aid and 
gation, Madawc was encouraged to kill his Un- 
es Irwerth and Cadwgan. Theſe Men as they paſſed 
throvgh Madawe's Country, met a Perſon in the night- 
time who belonged ro Madawe 3; who being asked 
where his Maſter was , after ſome pretence of i 
rance, at laſt rhrough fear confeſſed, thar he was not 
far from that place. Therefore lying quietly there all 
Night, by break of day'they aroſe ro look out their 
Game ; and unexpectedly ſurpizing Madawe, they 
flew a great number of his Men, and took himſelf 
loner ; and fo carrying him to their Lord, they 
deliver'd him up, as the greateſt Honour of their Ex- 
Ition. Meredith was not a little proud of his Pri- 
oner, and therefore to ingratiate himſelf the more 
with his Nephew Owen, he commitred him to ſafe 
Caſtody, till he. was ſent for ; who coming thither 
ireight, Meredith delivered Madawc up to him. Owen, 
though he had rhe greateſt reaſon for the moſt cruel 
Revenge, by. reaſon that both his Father and Uncle 
were-baſely murthered by this Madawc, would not 
put him to death, remembring the intimate Friendſhip 
and Oaths rHat had paſſed betwixt them ; but howe- 
yer, to ſecure him from any furure Miſchief he might 
ehle, he pulled ont his Eyes, and then ſet him at 
ty. Bur leaſt he ſhould be capable of any Re- 
venge, by reaſon. of his Eſtate and Strength in the 
Country, Meredith and Owen thought fit to divide his 
Lands betwixt them ; which were, Caernervon, Aber- 
biw, with the third part of Deuthwfr. 
Thele home-bread Diſturbances being pretty well 
Lc | a greater ſtorm aroſe from capa - for the 
Tear, King Hernry ed a mighty Army to en- 
&cr into der being Id thereto by the ome 
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of thoſe who enjoyed a great part of the Welchmen 
Lands, but would not be ſatisfied till they pot all 
For Gilbert Strongbow Earl of Serygill, upon whom 


* rhe King had beltowed Cardigan , made preat Com. 


plainrs of Owen ap Cadwgan, declaring how that he 
received and entertained ſuch Perſons as ſpoiled and 
robbed in his Country ; and Hugh Earl of Cheſter made 
the like of Gruffjdb ap Conan Prince of North-Wales, 
how that his Subje&ts and the Men of Grono ap Owen ap 
Edwyn Lord of Tegeng!, unreproved, waſted, and burnt 
the Country of Choſe; and to aggravate the mat- 
ter the more, he added farther, that Gruffydh neither 
owed any.Service, nor paid any Tribute to the King, 
Upon theſe Complaints, King Henry was fo cruelly en- 
raged, that he {wore he would not leave one living 
Creature remaining in North-I/ales and Powys-land ;; 
but having extirpated utterly rhe preſent Race of Peo- 
ple,he would plant a Colony of new Inhabitants. And 
then dividing his Army into three parts, he deliver'd 
one to the condud of the Earl of Seryg:{l,to go againſt 
South-W/ales, which- comprehended the whole Power 
of the fourth part of England and Cornwal : The next 
Battel was deſigned againſt North-Hales , in which 
was all the ſtrength of Scor/and and the North , and 
was' commanded by Alexander King of the Scots, and 
Hugh Earl of Cheſter : the Third the King led him- 
(elt againſt Powys, wherein was contained the whole 
frengrh of the middle part of England. Meredith 4} 
Blerhyn hearing of theſe mighty Preparations, and be- 
20g informed that this vaſt Army was deſfign'd againſt 
Tales, Was quickly apprehenſive that the Welch wete 
not alle to make any great Defence ; and therefor? 
thought 1t his ſafeſt way to provide for himſelf before- 
hand; :and ſo coming tothe King, yielded himſelt up 
to his Mercy. But Owen fedting to commir himſelf to 
thoſe whom he knew {o'greedily ro cover his Eltate, 
and whom he was aſſured were far more deſirous to 
diſpolleſs the FPelch of their-Lands, than any other 


way.to puniſh them for' former Crimes and Milſcate 
rages, fled;to Gruffdb apiCanan to Noreb-Waler. Us 
on that, King Hezry converted his whole Force that 

| way, 
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way, and came himſelf as far as Murcafetb, and the 
Scorch King to Pennane Bachwy ; but the People flying 


to the Mountains, carried with them all the Cattel 


and Proviſion they had ; . ſo that the Engliſh could 
not follow them; and as many as attemptedato come ar 
thew, were cither {lain or wounded 1n the ftreiphts. 
But: Alexander King of the Scors finding that nothing 
could; poſſibly be etfeCted againit the Welch, as long 
x they kept the Rocks and Mountains, ſent to Prince 
oft, advifing him to ſubmit himſelf to the King, 
pomiipg nin all his Intereſt ro obtain an honourable 
Peace. But the. Prince was too well acquainted with 
Bngiſo Promiſes, and therefore retuſed his Propoſals ; 
and lo King Henry being very unwilling to return with- 
out doing ſomething in this Expedition, ſent to Owen 


to-forſake the Prince, who was not able to defend 


bimlelf, but was ready to [trike a Peace with the Scot- 
z/þ King and the Earl of Cheſter. But this-cunning In- 
mation would not rake eftet ; for Owen was for his 


kie as: diftruſtful of King Henry as Prince Gruffdb ; 


and therefore he would hearken ro no-Intrearies for re- 
from'/him, who had all this while afforded him 


Refuge, till at lenggh his Uncle Meredith, an old in- 


Politician,. perſuaded him,- with much ado, 
not. $0 ke toe Hang of England's Propolals, who 
offered im all bi Lands without Tribute, in caſe he 


would come to; his fide ; and therefore Meredith ad- 


mikd him inftanely to accept of his offer, before Prince 


.Grafhdb made a. Peace with. the King , -which' if it 


was once done,j he would be glad 'upon any ſcore to

purchaſe the King's Mercy, Owen being prevailed up- 


on by \ſuch- Arguments; . came to the King, who re- 


ceived him very gratiouſly, and rold him, that becauſe 
hebyliered his Promiſe + would nor only perform 


tht, bur likewiſe exalt him above avy ofhis Kindred, 


and grant him. his Lands free from any payment of 


.\L0ute... F ince'Gruffydb perceiving how that Owen 
ad ludmitted: tothe King, : thought it allo his wileſt 
Way. to Jue for Peace ; and fo promifing the King a 
Fez, Sum: of Money, a Peace was then actually 


greed upon .and: confirmed 3 which the King ot 
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England was the more ready to conſent to, becanſe 
found it impoſſible ro do him any hurt, whilſt he cor 
rinued encamped in that place. Some affirm, that th 
ſubmiſſion as well of Prince Gruff54b as Owen,wss pro 
cured by «the Policy of Meredirh ap Blethyn and th 
Earl of Cheſter ; rhis laft —— with Gruffydb, and 
afluring him that Owen had made his Peace with the 

Ing before any ſtich thing was in. agitation, ſo ths 
the Prince yielding ſomewhiar to the Farl's Requet 
if Owes had gotie cotitrary to his Oath, which they 
had mutually raken, not to make any Peace with th 
Engliſh, withour one anothers Knowledge, ſeemed 
to incline to 2 Peace. - On the other hand, Meredith 
going in Perſon to his Nephew Owen, affirmed far 
Truth,” rhar the Prince and the Earl of Cheſter wer: 
actually agreed; and that rhe Prince was on his Jour- 
ney ro the Kitig to make his Submiſſion. And in 
the mean while Mer2dirh: took eſpecial care thar Al 
Meſſengers berwixt the Prince and: Owen ſhould be 
intercepted; and by that trieans Owen wiltully fub- 
mitted himſelf ro the King, - © - © 


King \ having. thus finiſhed and brought to 4 
end A bes Dain Wales, calling Owen to hit, 
told him, rhar'in.caſe he "Ei -over with him to 


Normandy; ant there 'be faithfifl to him, be would 
upon his rerurtf conifirth all his Promiſes upon him; 
and ſo Owen accepting of the King's Offer, went with 
him to Normandy, where he behayed himſelf fo gal- 
lantly, that he was'made a Knight ;” and afrer his re- 


turn the/Year following, he had all his Lands and E- 


fate confirmet''unto him,” -!Abobt the fame time 
Greffr: Biſhop of St. Davids died,” and King Henry af 
Þoinred ro ſucceed him one Barnard 4 Normen, matt 
againſt the Good-will and Indination of the Welch, 
whio before this time were ever uſed ro Elect thei 
own Biſhop, - And this Year the rumour'of Grufh# 
Son to Rhys ap Theodore was ſpread" thronghour South 
#Fales, who, as the report went, for fear of the King 
had been from a Child brought up in Ireland, 2nd 
having come 'over abour two Years: afore, paſt bs 
une privately among his Relations, particularly 
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with Gerald Steward of Pembroke his Brother-in-Law. 
And now the noiſe of a new Prince being ſpread a- 
broad, it came at laſt to the Ears of the King of 
England, that a certain Perſon appeared in Wales, who 
wage to be the Son of Rhys ap Theodore late 
rince of South Wales, and laid Claim to thar Prin- 
cipaliry, which was now in the King's Hands, King 
Henry being ſomewhar concerned with ſuch a Reporr, 
ard fearing leſt that this new Starter ſhould create 
him ſome greater trouble, he rhoughr to nip him in 
the bud, and ſent down Orders to apprehend him. 
Bat Gruffidb ap Rhys being aware of the Traps laid 
inſt -him, ſent ro Gruffidb ap Ciman Prince of 
Noth Wales, defiring his Aſſiſtance, and that he 
might have Liberry to remain ſafe in his Country, 
which Gruffdb for his Father's account, readily 
ranted, and treated him honourably, A little after, 
ti Brother Howe! who was impriſoned by Ardulph 
Earl of Pembroke in the Caſtle of Montgomery, where 
te had remained for a. great while, made his eſcape 
and fled to bis Brother, then with Gruffydb ap Conan 
in Nortb-Wales. Bur King Henry being informed thar 
Gruffdb 4? bys and his Brother Howe! were enter- 
rained by rhe Prince of Noreh-WWales, ſenc very ſmooth 
Letters to Gruffdb ap Conan, defiring ro ſpeak with 
him, who being come, he received him with all the 
Tokens of Honor and Friendſhip, and beſtowed upon 
him very rich Preſents, juſt after the Norman Policy, 
who uſually make yery much of thoſe whom rhey 
dehgn afterwards to. be ſerviceable ro them. After 
ſome. nime's general Diſcourſe, King Henry came ar 
npth to the main Point, and promiſed the Prince 
o rains of Gold, in caſe he would fend 
aruffdb ap Rhys or his Head to him, which the Prince 
overcome by fuch fair Words and large Promiles, 
ramiſed ro perform, and ſo returned joyfully home, 
p, with the expeQarion of his future Reward. Bur 
me who wiſhed berter ro Gruff}db ap Rhys and his 
Brother 'Howel, preſently ſuſpected rhe occaſion of rhe 
Ning's Meſſage, and therefore they adviſed them to 
draw themſelves privately for ſome time, till 
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Princ> Gruffdb's mind be better underſtood, and 
whether he had made any agreement with the King 
of Englend to betray them ro hiw. As ſoon as the 
Prince was ret to his Palace at Aberffraw, be 
preſently enquired for Gruffdb ap Rhys, and learning 
in a little time where he was, he ſent a Troop of 
Horſe to re-call him to his Court ; but Gruffydb hear- 
ing of their approach, with all ſpeed made his eſcape 
ro the Church of Aberdaron, and took Sanctuary 
there. Bur Prince Gruffydh was ſo reſolute ro make 
his Promiſe good to the King of England, that with- 
out any reſpect rs the Religious place he had eſca- 
ped roo, commanded the ſame Metliengers to return, 
and tro bring tim away by Force, which the Clergy 
of the Country unanimouſly withſtood, proteſting 
that they would nor ſee the Liberties of the Charch 
in the leaſt infringed. And whilſt the Clergy and the 
Prince's Officers were thus at debare, that ſame night, 
ſome who bad Compaſſion upon the young Prince, 
and ſeeing how greedily his Life was thir{tcd for, 
conveyed him away our of North-Wales to Straywy 

in. South-}Wales. And fo being delivered from the 

treaCherous, and more diſhonourable Practices of the 

Prince of Norch Wales, he was forced for the De- 

fence of his own Life, ro bid open Defiance to the 

King of England, and thereupon having raiſed all the 

Forces which the ſhorrneſs of the opportunity would 


_ permit, he made War upon the Fleming s and Nor-

mans. 

The nexr year, he laid Siege to the Caſtle which 
ſtood over-againlt Arberth, and winning the ſame, 
made it plain with the Ground, and trom thence 
marched ro Lhammdbyfry Caſtle, belonging to Ri- 
chard de Pams, upon whom the King had beſtowed 
Canzref Bychan, bur the Garriſon commanded by 
Meredith ap Rytherch ap Caradec, fo manfully de- 
fended ir, that Gruffjdb after killing only ſome few 
of the Beſieged, and burning the Out=-works, was 
torced to remove with no ſmall Loſs of his own Men. 
Finding this place impregnable, he -came before 
Abertawy-Caltle, which was built by Henry Beacon! 

SY F Far\ 
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Earl of Warwick, bur this proving too ſtrong to be 
quickly ſurrendered, after he had burnt ſome of the 
ourward Buildings, he returned to Stratywy, burning 
and deſtroyiog all the Country as he went along. 
And now his Fame being ſpread abroad thro? all the 
Country, all the wild ard head-ttrong Youth, and 
they whoſe - Fortunes were deſperare , reſorted 
unto him from all Parts, by which means beihg 
waxed Strong and Numerous, he made in-Roads 
into Ros and Dyfed, ſpoiling and deſtroying the Coun- 
try before him. The Normans and Flemings were 
cruelly enraged with theſe continual Depredations; 
and how to remedy this Miſchief, was nor eafily de- 
termined ; but after long Conſultation, they thoughr 
it the belt way to call rogether ſuch Welch Lords as 
were Friends ro the King of England, ſuch were Owen 
@Rptberch, and Rbytherch ap Theodore, with his Sons 
[reditb and' Owen, whole Morher was Heynyth the 
Daughter of Blethjn ap Conf, and Owen ap Caraded 
the Son of 'G@eulhian another Daughter of Blethyu, 
and Meredith ap Rhytherch. Theſe proteſting their 
Coal and Fideliry ro King Henry were dehtired to 
del the- King's Caſtle of Carmardhyn, and that by 
farns ; . Caen 4p C4radoc the firſt Fottnighr, and rhen 
by ſucceſtian "by Rbytherch ap Theodore and Mered th 
op Rijtherch. Owen 'undertook the Defence of Car» 
mardbyn Cattle” for the time required of him, and 
Blethm aþ Gad:for had commirred ro him the Go- 
vernment of Abervomm, or Abercorran-Caltle, which 
ppertained 'to | Robert Courtmain, Bur for all theſe 
reparations, Gruffydbh ap R ys. had a wiſhtul Eye 
upon Carmardbyn, and therefore he ſent our ſome 
nies to ſearn* the Strength and Condition of the 
LOWN, who bringing him a very kind and hopeful 
Acobnt, he decamped by Night, and ruihing fuddeni- 
int the Town, ordered his Men ro make a great 
out, thereby ' ro ftrike a grear Terror into rhole 
Within, OiSex' ap.Caradoc the Governour, being ſur- 
prized with ſuch' an unexpe&ted uproar, made all 
poſſible hafte to the place where he had heard rhe

boaring, and thinking that his Men were at his

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Heels, fcll in among the Enemy ; bur having none ra 
fupport him, his Men being all fled, he was after a 
manful Defence cur in pleces, and ſo the Town be. 
ing taken, GrufHdb burnt every thing to the ground, 
> Fart the Caſtle, which was alſo fore defaced. 
Ard then returning with a great deal of Spoil and 
OOty 10 his nſual refidence ar Stratywy ; his Forces 
were conſiderably increaſed by the accetlion of many 
ftour young Men, who came to him from all Quare 
rers, aa har tbat Forrune (o proſpered his Arms, 
that no. body was, able to ſtand þefore him. Afrer 
this he marched ro Gwyr, bur William de Londres 
thinking it impoſſible ro ſtand before him, forlook 
the Caitle with al) bis Men in all hafte, fo that when 
rufdb was come thither, he found a great deal of 
apt and Spoil, and none to'own them, and there-

H ving burnt down the Caſtle, he carried away 
every thing of Value in the Conntry. When the 
Cardigen-ſkire Men heard how fortunately he (uc- 
cecded in all his Attemprs, and. being . extreamly 
fearful, left his nexr Expedition ſhould be againlt 
them, ſent ro him, defiring bim, as being their near 
Relation and Country man, to take upon him the 
Kule and Government over them... Gruffdb willing- 
ly accepted of their- Offer, and coming thither, was 
Joytully received by. the Chief Men-in the Country, 
Who were Cadifor ,ap. Grono, Howel ap, Dinerth, and 
Trahaers ap Ithel, which three Perſons had forſaken 
Dyfed, by reaſon thar-it was fo rhwacked with Nor- 
mans, Flemings and Engliſh-Men. Nor was Cardigan 
Iree from Strangers, _ pretended ro, [way and rule 
the Country, bur t People bearing in mind the 
continual Wrong and Oppreflion they received from 
them, bore an inveterate hatred to them, and were 
yery glad to be delivered from their inſolent and 
imperious Oppreſſours. For King Henry what by

Wheii;Kipg Henry was informed of all the Miſ- 
chief and Cruelties that Gruffydh ap Rhys had com- 
mitred nope te Subjecks fer ales, '- he lent for Owen 

Cadwgan, dehfiring him and Ebywarch ap Trabaern 
S ule all the effeftual Method bible hk or kill 
the Arch-Rebel Gruff)db , ' olmjfing very ſpeedily to 
ſend his Son Robert with an Army to_Wales for that 
purpoſe,” "Owen, being very proud that the King put 
tuch Confidence in' tum, ericouraged his Men to be 
now ſo induſtrious ro merit the King's Favour, as 
they had been formerly 'to deſerve his Dilpleaſure ; 
and fo joyning his Forces with Lhywarch, they both 
marched to meet Prince Robere at S:ratzwy, where they 
luppoled” Griffdb p, Rs Had hid himſelf in the 

oods. .When they were 'come to the Frontiers of 
the Country, they made 's' Vow , that they would 

- ler neither Man, Woman, or Child eſcape alive ; 
which fo affrighted the Peopte of the Country, that 


all* made what ſhift they could” to ſave their Lives, 
lome 
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ſome by fleeing ro rhe Woods and Mountains , and 
ſome by getting into the King's Caſtles, from whence 
had come bur a little before. Then Omen and 
Lhypach ſeparated with diltin&t Parties ro: ſcour the 
Woods, which abour S:ratywy are very deſertous ; and 
Coen having entred with an Hundred Men, #trefently 
diſcovered the tratt of Men and Cartel, and follow'd 
their Foot=fteps lo cloſe, thar within a little while 
he'overtook them; and having ſlain a great many of 
them, / and put the reſt ro flight, he carried away all 
their Cattet back.to his Army. Bur whilit Owen was 
bukein fearching rhe Woods, Gerald Steward of 
Pembrock, who: with a great Power of Flemings was 
upon his march ro joyn the King's Son, met with them 
who fled from Owen ; who defiring help of Gerald, de- 
clared how Owen had forcibly drove them our, ſlain a 
great many of their Companions, and ſpoiled them of 
all their (Goods. Gerald and his Flemings underſtan= 
ng that Owen was lo nigh with ſuch a imall number 
of Men, thought he had now very convenient oppor- 
tunity to be revenged of him upon the account of his 
Wite ; and therefore to make ſure Work with him, 
he puriuved him cloſe into the Woods. Owen being 
fore-warned by his Men that a great number follows 
ed\him, and adviſed ro make all ſpeed to get away, 
was deaf to all ſuch Counſels, as thinking that they 
of whom his Men were ſo much afraid of, were the 
King's Friends, and therefore their Integrity nced not 
be queſtioned, fince they all had reſpect to the ſame 
common Cauſe. Bur he found, that a private Quar- 
rel is ſometime more regarded than the publick Good ; 
and therefore when Gerald was advanced within bow- 
thot,. he greeted him with a Volloy of Arrows , ro 
few how great: a Friend he was ; but Owen, tho 
perſuaded to fiee, was lo little terrified at tuch an un- 
welcom Salutation, ' that tho' the Enemy were Seven 
to One, yet he rold them, that they were but Flemimngs, 
and ſuch as always trembled at the hearing of his 
Name, And then falling on with a great deal of 
2e, he-was at the firſt On-let ſtruck with an 
Aow into the Heart, of which Woend he PR

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dyed ; which whett his Men.ſaw,: they all fled, and 
brought word to:Lbywarch and the reſt of their Fel. 
lows 'of what had happen'd ; and ſo ſuſpeCting the 
King's Army , fſ&ting they-could not be truſted in 
their Service, they all returned: to their reſpective 
Countries. Owen .being in this manner unhappily 
flain, his Brethren divided his Lands betwixt them; 
excepting 'Caereneon, which properly belonged to Ma. 
dawec ap Ryryd ap Ble ; and:which he had forcibly 
taken away from his Uncle Mereds:b. His Father Ca- 
dwg. had ſeveral 'Children by different Women ; 
and beſides himſelf, he had Iflue Madawc by Gwen- 
thian the Daughter of Gruffydh ap: Conan ; Erneon by 
Sama the Daughter of Dyfuwal 5; Morgan, by Efelhiw 
or Elhiz the 0 0p of Cadifor ap Coihoyn Lord of 
Dyfed; Henry 'and Gruffydh were by the Daughter of 
the Lord Pzgor his wedded Wife 5 Meredith by Eu- 
ruron Hoedlim'3 and himſelf by Incrch the Daughter 
of Edwyn. But a while afrerwards, Eineon ap Cadw- 
gan and _— ap" Meredith ap. Blethm, beſieged 
the Caſtle of - Cymmer in Merionythſhire, which was 
lately built by. Uchtryd ap Edwyn'; tor Cadwgan had 
beſtowed upon  Uchrryd his Cotin-German Mer:ony:b 
and 'Cyfez/zoc, upon condition, that in all Caſes he 
ſhould appear: his Friend ;, and his Sons after him ; 
contrary; to winch Promiſe he bore no manner of re- 
gard to Cadayper's'Children after Ower's death ; but 
to ſtrengthen; himſelf the better, he erected this Caltle 
of C z which very much diſpleaſed many of Ca- 
deyan's Sons, © Ani therefore Eineon and Grufhdb, to 
make Uchberyd Tenfible of his Error in deſpiſing of them, 
furiouſly 'ſer upon Cymmer Caftle ; - and having lain 
vers of the Garriſon, the reſt ſurrender'd then: (elves; 
and ſo taking poſſefſion of it, they. divided rhe Coun- 
try berwixe x 5 Mowdbwy Cyfyeilioc and half Penihyr 
T0 Greffydb ap Meredith'; and the other half of Fen- 
thy with all Meriontb to Ems. 

The next Year Ring Hewy failed with a preat Ar- 
my unto. Narmandy;” againſt ' the . French King, who 
with the Earl of -Flanders 'andcothers, went about 
to' make F/lliam the Son of - Rebext Curchaiſe Duke of

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3 but at the appearance of the King of Eng- 
lend, they all ſcatter'd, and laid afide their intended 
GN. About the ſame time G:lbere Strongbow Earl 
of Serigill, to whom King Henry had given all Cards- 
gan, departed this Life, atter a long Fit of a Conſume 
ptionz much to the Joy and Satisfaction of the Felch, 
who were in great meaſure diſpleaſed, that they ſhoutd 
be deprived of their own natural Lord Cadwgan, from 
whom this Country was taken away, and be forced ro 
ſerve and be fubject to a Stranger, whoſe Kindneſs 
they had no great reaſon ro expe. But'the Year fol- 
lowing, an irreconcilable Quarrel happen'd betwixt 

Hewel 4p Trhel Lord of Ros and Ryfonioc, now Den- 
bigh-land, and Riryd and Lhywarch the Sons of Owen 

Edwyn. And when they could not otherwiie apree, 
broke our ihto open War 3 and thereupon Homwel 

fent to Meredith ap Bl:thyn, and to Einecn and Mas: 
date,” Cadwpan's Sons ; who came down from Merio- 
mib with a Party of Four Hundred well-diſciplin'd 
Men, and encamped in Dyfrm Clayd. Riryd and 
&ch on the other hand. de'i.red the Afﬀiltance of 
their Cofins the Sons of Uchtryd; and fo both Ar- 
mics meeting in the Vale of Clayd, they fell to Blows 
with a great deal of Spirit and Alacrity, and after a te- 
dious and a bloody Fight, Lhywarch, Owen ap Edinyn's 
$S0h, was at laſt ſlain, and with him Torwerth the Son of 

Nudb, a noble and: a valorous Perſon; and Riryd was 
forced to make his Eſcape by flight. © But though 
Howel obtained the Vitory, yet he did nor long ſure 
vive his ſlain Enemies ; for having received a deſpe- 
rate Wound in the Action, dyed of it' within Fourty 
Days ;' and then Meredith ap Blethyn, and the Sons of 
Cadogan finding it dangerous to ſtay longer there, 
for fear of ſome French, who lay gatriſoned in Cheſter, 
returned home with all ſpeed. ; 

- King Henry was ſtill in Normandy , and abour this 
time, '@ very great Bartel was fought betwixt'him, and 
the French King,” who was ſhamefully vanquiſhed and 
overthrown, atid had a grear number of his Nobles 
aket Priſoners. -- But as King Hey returned the fol- 
lowing Year for England, one of 4 Ships ag 
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by the negligence of the Pilot, to be caft away, 
wherein periſhed: the King's two Sons, M/lliam who 
was legitimate, 'and Heir apparent to the Crown, and 
Richard his baſe Son; together with his Daughter and 
Neece, and ſeveral others of his Nobility, to the 
number in all of 150 Perſons. This unparallel'd Loſs 
of fo many Kindred and Friends did not perplex his 
Mind fo long, but that within a ſhort time, he te- 
gan to ſolace and raiſe his drooping Spirits with the 
rhoughts of a new Wife ; and having married Ade- 
lice the Daughter of the Duke of Lovain, he purpolied 
to go againſt Wales, and having prepared his Forces, 
heled them in perſon to Powys-land. When Meredith 
ap Blethyn and Eineon, Ma and Morgan, the Sons 
of Cadwgan and Lords of the Country heard of it, they 
ſent to Gruffdb ap Conan Prince of North Wales, de- 
firing ſome help at his hands ; who tlatly refuſed, al- 
ſuring them, that becauſe he was at peace with the 
King of England, be could neither with Honour nor 
Safety ſend them any Succour, nor permit them to 
come within his Dominions. The Lords of Powys re- 
ceiving this unwelcom An{wer , and having now no 
manner of hopes of any Aid, were retolved however 
to defend themſelyes as well as they could ; and there- 
tore they thought it the moſt effeftual means to annoy 
the Enemy, and to keep them from entering into the 
Country, was to obſerve and defend the Streights, by 
which the Enemy mult of neceflity paſs. Neither were 
they out in their Policy z for it happened that the 
King himſelf, with a ſmall number, advanced to one 
of theſe narrow Paſſages, the reſt of the Army, by 
realon of their Carriages, having taken ſome compals 
about ; which the Welch perceiving, preſently poured 


a Shower of Arrows upon them; and the ad vanrage of 


the ground giving help to their Execution, they flew 
and wounded a great many of the Engliſh, The King 
himſelf was ſtruck in the Breaſt, but for all that the 
Arrow could not hurt him, by reaſon of his Armour; 
yer he was fo terrified with this unexpected Conflict, 
and with himſelf, rhat he muſt receive (c- 
eral ſuch Bruſhes before he could advarice to the plain 
q'; | County 3 
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ry; and what was above all, being ſenſible that 
by ſuch raſh Misfortune he might loſe all the Honour 
20d Fame which he had before obtained, ſent a Meſ- 
to parly with them who kept the Paſſage, and 
with all aſſurance of Safety, to defire them ro come 
to the Rang: The Welch being come, and queſtian'd 
how they had ſuch Confidence ro oppoſe the King, 
and to put his Life in ſo much danger ; made Anſwer, 
thar they: belonged to Meredith ap Blethyn, and accor- 
ding t0; their Maſter's Orders they were reſolved ro 
"x op Paſſage, or to dye upon the ſport, The King 
nding them ſo reſolute, deſired them to go to Mere- 
dh; and propoſe to him an apreement of Peace, 
which he ahd his Coſins the Sons of Cadaygan accep. 
ted of 31 and promiſed to pay the King 10000 Head 
of Cartel, in Retribution for former Offences. And 
ſo King Henry leaving all things in a peaceable and 
quiet poſture in Zales, and appointing the Lord Firzg 
Warren Warden or Lieutenant of the Marches, re- 
turned to England. 

But when a foreign Enemy was removed out of the 
Country, the Yelch could never forbear quarrelling 
wih' each” other ; for Gruffydb ap Rbys ap Theodore, 
who had'been now for ſome time quier , fell upon 
Gruffydb ap Sulbaern, and for what reaſon not dilco- 
vered, {treacherouſly flew him. But the nexr Year 
there happened another occaſion of Diſturbarices and 
falling out among the Z/-lch ; for Eineon the Son of 
Cadpyen dying, left all his ſhare of Powys and Merio= 
wth 40-his Brother Meredith. But his Uncle Mere- 
Gth ay Blethys, thinking that theſe Lands more pro- 
perly' belonged to him, ejefted his Nephew Meredith 
to whom his Brother Eineon had left them, and took 
polſeflion of them himſelf. And what augmented 
thee Differences, King Henry ſer now at liberty Ithel 
0. wg ap Blethm, Meredith's Nephew , who had 


a time derained in Priſon ; who coming 


to his own , was in expectation to enjoy his 
late; which, wy B. being put in cuſtody, his Re- 
lationg had divided betwixt them - of which, the 
Feateſt ſhare fell ro his Uncle Meredich, But when

ingy of their Unele' Meredith ap Blerbm. Bur theſe in- 
ward Claſhin 9p yra— concerning Eſtates and 
Titles, were ſeconded by moſt 'unnatural Bloodſhed 
and un 0d Cruelties; for Meredith ap Blethyy, 
when he found that his Nephew Meredith ap Cadwym 
was aſhifted by rhe Prince of Nortb-Wales, and thatit 
was impra@ticable to keep Merionyth from him, he was 
xlolved to ptadtice that upon his Nephew, which he 
had failed toeffe& upon' another. And therefore leſt 
his other Nephew Ithel ap Riryd ſhould meet with 
the like Help and . Encouragement co recover thole 
Lands, which during his Imprifonment were taken 
away from'him,; of which his Uncle actually enjoyed 
4 conſiderable ſhare 3 ' Meredith thought it his wilelt 
way to: prevent all: manner of Diſputes, by ſending 
Ithel out of the' World, which upon mature Delibe- 
ration he treacherouſly effefted; Nor was this the 
only Murther commitred at this time ; for Cadwalhm 
the Son of Giifhdb ap Conan exceeded him far, and 
flew his three Uncles, Grono, Riryd, and Meilyr the 
Sons of Owen'ap Edwyrr; but. which was moſt unni- 
tural of all, Morgan ap Cadogan with his own hands 
kitled his Brother Meredith ;' a Crime moſt execrable, 
tho he' did afterwards repent'of it...

Ve South-Wales , and his Father 12 Law Cadwalader the 
Son- of Gruffydb ap Conan, and Brother to Prince 
Owen Gwynedb ; which from Words quickly pro- 
4 ceeded to Blows. In this Scuffle Anarawd was un- 
happily flain 5 which fo exaſperated Prince Owen 
againſt his Brother Cadwalader , thar together with 
hs Son Howel, he marched with an army into his 
Brothers Country , and after a conſiderable Waſte 
and Deſtruftion, burnt to the ground the Caſtle of 
Aberytwzth. Cadwalader , upon the News of Prince 
Owen's >, withdrew himſelf and fled to Ire- 
land; where having hired a great number of Iriſh 
and Scores for Two Thouſand Marks, under the Com- 
mand of Ofer, and the Sons of Turke! and Cherulf, 
be ſtruck fail for FFales, and landed at Abermenay 
n Camarvonſbire. The Prince, to protraft no time, 
marched with all ſpeed to prevent their farther pro- 
gels mto” the Country 5 and both Armies being 
come in view of each other, + Peace was happi'y 
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derſtanding this, and how that their coming over 
was like to prove but a Fool's Errant ro them, they 
ſurprized and ſecured Cadwalader, till their Ways 
and Arrears were paid ; who, ro obtain his Liberty, 
deliver'd to them two thouſand Heads of Cattel, be. 
fides many Priſoners, and other Booty, which they 
had taken in the Country. Bur as ſoon as the Prince 
was informed that his Brother Cadwalader was (et 
looſe, without any farther deimur upun the caſe, he 
fell in upon the Ir;ſþ, and having flain a very con- 
fiderable number of them, recovered all the Booty 
they purpoſed to ſhip off, and forced as many a; 
could eſcape, to return,with great los, and a grea- 
ter ſhame back to Ire/qnd. 
But the Normans iped far better in Files ; Huh 
Son to Radulph Earl of Cheſter, having fortified his 
Caſtle of Cymaron., fet upon and won the Country 
of Melienyth a lecond time ; and the Cattle of Clm 
being fortified by another Lord , all Eluel became 
ſubje& to the Normans.

Tenbigh in Pembroke ſhire, having conceived fore 
diſpleaſure and hatred againſt Cadelh, were reſolyed 
ro revenge themſelves, and to lay a Trap for hi 
Life'; and having obferved what pleaſure he took in 
Hunting, were reſolyed to execare their Plot, whitt 
he was hor and eager at his Sport: Obſerving there. 
fore' one day how he wenr 'a Hunting with only 
few Companions, they placed themſelves in an am- 
buſcade, and when the Game came that way, they 
unexpectedly ſet npon the unarmed Sports-men, and 
having eaſily made all the reſt fly away, they woun?- 
ed Cadelh {o cruelly, that he narrowly eſcaped their 
hands alive.;- who making ſhift ro ger home, lay for 
a long time dangerouſly ul, -and with great difficulty 
at length recovered his Life: - Upon this, his Bro- 
thers Meredith and Rhys paſſed with an Army into 
Goyr, and haying burnt and deſtroyed the Country 
thereabours, they -befieged and rook rhe Caſtle of 
Aberlbychwr, bur finding they could not keep it, they 
_ it rothe Ground, and after rhar, rerurned home 
with great Booty 'ro Dynefawry, and repaired rhe For- 
bbgas. apy of rhe Caftle there. Ws he ſame rime 
alſo, Howel, Prince Owen Gwynedb's Son, fortified 
Humphry's Caſtle in the Valley of Caleter. 
Bur the. following Year, Prince Owen did a very 
Action to Cunetha, his Brother Cadwalhon's 
Son, for fearing leſt that this young Man ſhould lay 
claim to any part of his Eſtate as his Farher's right, 
he firſt pulled out his Eyes, and afterwards caltrated 
him, for fear he ſhould beger any Children, who 
might ſome time or other renew their claim and 
right to Cadwalbor's Eſtate. This inhuman ſeverity 
was ſucceeded by another of no ſmall remark ; Lb*- 
welm Son 'to Madoc ap Meredith having watched 4 


convement Opportunity, ſer ; and flew Stephen 
the Son of Baldwin, Bar Cadwalader Prince Owens

after a tedious Impriſonment which he had 
thro' the Malice and Rancour of his Nephew 
Heel, at length made his eſcape, and flying ro the 
cif Ag't brought a conſiderable parr of thar 
Hand under his ſabjection. Bur Prince Owen hear- 
ing how that his Brother had gor looſe from cuſtody, 
and that he was in actual poſſeſſion of a great parr 
of Angleſey, he preſently diſpatched an Army over, 
which proving roo formidable to Cadwalader's Party, 
he was conſtrained ro eſcape to England, and to de- 
fire Succor from his Wife's Relations, who was the 
Daughter of Gr/bere Earl of Clare. This Year Galfrede 
arthur, . commonly called Geffrey of Monmouth, was 
made Biſhop of St. Aſaph, and ar the ſame rime Simon 
Archdeacon of Cyfeil;oc, a Man of great Worth and 
Efteem in bis Conntry died. | . 
- But the Year following, Meredith and Rhys the Sons 
of Gruffydb ap Rhys, Prince of South-Wales, laid Siege 
to:Penwedic Cattle, which belonged ro Howe! Prince 
' Owen's Son, and after great pains and confiderable 
Ios'of Men of their fide, at laſt made themſelves 
Maſters of it. From thence they marched by Nighr 
w- Tenby, and unexpectedly falling upon the Cattle, 
of which one M/lliam Fitzgerald was Governor, they 
(caled the. Walls before the Garriſon were aware of 
any Danger, and fo poſlefling themſelves of rhe Ca- 
tle, 'rhey fell foul upon the Garriſon, in Revenge of 
the Miſchief they had done, and further defigned ro 
their-Brother Cadelh. For Cadelh ar this rime was 
gone upon a Pilgrimage, and during his abſence had 
cmmured his whole Inheritance and all other con- 
—_ Wales, to the Care of his OD "ore 
8s. But after the raking Tenby-Caſtle, 
divided their Army into two Parties, with one of 
which, Rhys marched ro Itratcongen, and after great 
havock and wafte commitred there, he patſed ro Cy- 
Frilive. which fared in like manner with 1/tratcongen. 
Meredith with the other Party fat before Aberavan- 
Caitle, and after a ſhort Siege won and gor poſſeſſion 
of-ir, and then returned home with very confider- 
thle-Boory, and many rich Spoils, Abour the ſame 
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cime Ronde! Earl of Chefter, who had lived in cont, 
nual Enmiry and frequent Hoftiliry wich Prince Olþex 
of Nortb-FFales, departed this Life, leaving his Son 
Hugh to _y both his Titles and Eſtate in England 
and ”; prolecute the Feuds and Hoſtilicies againit the 
Welch. 

And ſhortly after died Meredith Son to Gruffyd) » 
Rhys Prince of South-Wales, who was Lord of Cardiga 
IWRtratywy and Dyfed, being not paſſed the Twenty 
Fifth. Year of his Age, a Perſon of incomparable Va. 
lor and Audacity, and in all his Warlike Attemprs 
ar ug very meager ng pre- 
ſently followe Geoffrey Biſhop of Llandaf, a Man 
as Famous for Learning and a good Life, as the - 
ther was for Maſculine Brayery and Martial Prowes, 
In England the face of things looked very .lowring, 
Henry Surnamed Maca the Empreſs Son, land- 
ed in England, and in his progreſs thro' the Country 
took ſeveral Caſtles, among which were Maimesbuy, 
Wallingford andShrewsbury. But his Fury was quick- 
ly appealed . by the Death of Exſtace King Stephen's 

n, fo that the ſole obſtacle for his ſucceeding to the 
Crown, being now removed, he- willingly concluded 
a Peace with King Seephben, -permitring him to enjoy 
rhe Crown peaceably for his life, upon Condition 
that. bimſelf was declared his \ Succeſſor. Bur King 
Seephen. did not long ſurvive: this Treaty, and then 
Henry Plantagenet, the Empreſs Son, was Crowned in 
bus ftead. . Towards the. beginning of King Henry's 
rexgn, Rbys Grufhdb ap Rhys, King of South Wales, 
upon apprehention that Owen Geymedb had raiſed an 
Army for the 'Conquetit of Sautb-BY ales, drew toge- 
ther all bis Strength, and marched ro Aberdyfi ro face 
the Enemy wpan/their own Borders, Bur finding the 
Rumor to. be falſe, and thar the Prince of North- 
Wales had no-ſuch Defga: in hand, having built a 
Caitle at fberdyfs, which mighr defend the Frontiers 
from any turare Deſign of his Country, he returned 
back without attempring any thing farther. Ar the 
lame time, Madoc ap Meredith buitz a Cattle ar Cae- 
reneon near Cymer, and then Eglwys Fair in Myf%, 

Was 
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at founded. Abour'this time alſo, Meyric Nephew 
prince Madoc aÞ Meredith made his eſca = of 
Priſon, wherein he had been derained by his Uncle 
for a conſiderable time. 
The ſame Year King Henry being difpleaſed with 
the Femings whom his Predeceſſor King Srephen had 
bronght over into England, iſſued our a Proclama- 
tion, charging the greareſt part of them to deparr his 
nions, ro retire to their Country-men in 
ales, where his Grandfather Henry the Firſt 
the Baſtard's Son had planted them. And rhus thar 
of Wales called Pembroke-ſhire, was over-run 
with theſe Strangers, who being berter befriended by 
the Kings of England, than the Welch could well ex- 
pe& to be, made ſure footing in that Country, where 
Pls of _ continued firm, - was the En- 
| icy of thoſe times to accept of any oppor- 
wnity to curb and keep under bs Welch, =. 2 
wy ro be none of the ſafeſt Neighbours , 
therefore the Kings of England did grant any 
Lands and Priviledges in Wales to any that would 
accept of them, which honeſtly rhey had no Power 
to beſtow 
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But this was not enough in detriment to the Felch, 1156, 
for the Year following, King Henry raiſed a very 
great Army which he gathered from all parts of En- 
gland, with purpoſe to ſubdue all Noreb-FFales, being 
_ principally moved hereto, by the inſtigation of Cad- 
«der the Prince's Brother, whom Owen Gmynedh, 
fer what Reaſons not known, deprived of his Eſtate, 
and baniſhed the Country. Alſo Madoc ap Meredith 
Prince of Powis, who maligned the Liberty and Pri- 
viledge of rhe Princes of Nerth-Wales, who owned 
ſubj to no other than the King of England, 
Whereas thoſe of Powis were obliged ro do homage 
to-rhe Prince of North-Wales, did joyntly conſent to 
Invitation, The King of Eng/and accepting of 
their Propoſals, k&d his Army ro Weſt-Cheſter, and 
encam upon the Marſh called Salrney, 1n Welch, 
Morfa-Caer-Lleon. Prince Owen all this while was 


hot Ignorant of this intended Invaſion, and ay 
aving 
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having made all poſſible Preparations to confront tþ 
Enemy, he mar his Army to the Frontiers 
England, and encamping at Baſingwerk , reſolved y 
give the Englzſþ Bartel, King Henry underitandin 
of the Prince's. Reſolution, detached ſome of th 
chiefeft Troops our of the Main-body, under th 
command of ſeveral Earls and other Lords, a 
ſent rhem rowards the Prince's Camp, Bur afte 
hey had advanced ſome little way, and were paſing 
thro” a Wood, called Coed-Eulo, David and Cma 
Prince Owen's Sons, unexpectedly ſer upon them, and 
what by the adyantage = ms Ground, and the {ud 
*deneſs of the Action, the Engl:iſþ were born down 
with a great Slaughter, and thote who ſurvived, nar. 
rowly eſcaped to the King's Camp. This was a very 
unwelcome beginning to King Henry ; but however, 
in order to proper better hereafter, he thought it ad 
viſable ro decamp from Saltney, and to rank his 
Troops along the Sea-Coaſt, thinking thereby to get 
berwixt Prince Owen and his Country, which if he 
could effect, he was ſure to reduce the Welch to 1 
very - great inconveniency, Bur the Prince fore- 
ſeeing the Danger of rhis, retired with his Army t9 
a place - called Ci] Owen, that is, Owen's Retreat, 
which when King Henry perceived, he ler fall his De 
fign, and came to Ruthlan, WW. Parnus writes, that 
in this Expedrtion- againſt rhe Welch, King Henry was 
1n great danger of his Life, in pafſing thro a trait 
at Counſylth near Flint, where Henry Earl of Eſſex, 
who by inheritance enjoyed the Office of bearing the 
Standard of England, being over-charged by the 
Enemy, caſt down the fame and fled. This acci- 
dent lo incouraged rhe Welch, thar they bore on (0 
violently, that the King himſelf narrowly eſcaped, 
having of his Party Euſtace Fitz-Fohn and Reb. Curcie, 
rwo valiant Knights, 
Nobility and Gentry {lain in the Action. 

After this Prince Owen decamped from Cil Owen, 
and intrenched himſelf upon Brym y Pin, where lit- 
tle of moment paſled berwixt the rwo Armies, only 
lome flight Skirmiſhes happened frequently. = 
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ether with ſeveral others of bs

Try in_the mean time fortified the Caſtle of Ruthlan, 
and during his ſtay there, Madoc ap Meredith Prince 
of Powis, failed with the Engliſo Fleet to Angleſey, 
and having put ſome Men on ſhoar, they burot two 
Churches, and ravaged part of the Country abour. 
Bur they paid very dear tor it, for all the Strength of 
the I0aod being mer together, they fer upon them in 
their rerurn to their Ships, and car them off in ſuch a 
manner, thar not one remained to bring Tidings to 
the Fleer of what had befel them. Bur they on 
Board quickly perceived what had happened, and 
therefore thought it not very ſafe harbouring upon 
that Coaſt, bur judging it more adviſable ro weigh 
Anchor, they preſently ſer Sail for Cheſter ; when 
were arrived thither, they found thar a Peace 
was actually concluded berwixt King Henry and 
Prince Owen upon theſe Articles ; That Cadwalader 


ſhould have all his Lands reſtored ro him, and he re-- 


ceived ro the Favour and Friendſhip of his Brother. 
Then King Henry leaving the Caſtles of Ruthlan and 
Mibgrok well manned and fortified, and *having 
| latter founded a Publick Structure for the 
Order of Knights Templars, rerurned ro England. 

t the troubles of FFales did not end with him, for 
Inwerdb Goch ap Meredich who had raken part with 
the King of Eng/and during this War, laid Siege to the 
Caſtle of Tale, which was built by Prince Owen, 
and making himſclf Maſter of it, raſed it to the 
grotind. 

The next Year commenced with a very unfortu- 
nate Action, Ifor ap Meyric having long before caſt 
a very wiſhful Eye upon the Land and Eſtate of 

an ab Owen, was now reſolved to put in exe- 
Cation what he had before contrived ; and as Co- 
rerouſnels ſeldom_ bears any regard to Vertue or 
Honor, he treacherouſly ſer upon bim, and flew 
him; and with him fell Gurgan ap Rs, the moſt 
Famous Britiſh Poer of his time. Morgan's Eſtate 
Ifor beſtowed upon his Brother Iorwerth, who abour 
the "ſame time got alſo pofſeflion of the Town of 


Coer-Lheon, Bur theſe inward and home-bread Di- 
| ' | ſturbances 
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ftarbarices were quickly mirigated by a general Þ., 
which was preſently after this concluded berwyg 
the King of Enzland and all the Princes and Lordzd 
Wales, Rbys ab Gruffydh ap Rhys Prince of Say 
Wales only excepted. For this Prince Rhys, wy 
ly would nor rely too far npon the King ( 
Enpland's Fideliry, refuſed to conſent ro a Peace; by 
however, to ſecute himſelf rhe beſt he could from 
Engliſh, whom he had no ſmall reaſon ro be afrail 
of, he thought it bis beſt Prudence to iſſue out ts 
Orders, commanding his Subjed&s to remove ther 
Cartel and other Effects ro the Wilderneſs of Ty, 
where they were like to remain ſecureſt from the 
Eyes and reach of the Enemies. Bur he had n 
continued there long, when he received a more pv 
firive Expreſs from King Henry, commanding hin 
to appear forthwith at his Courr, and to accept d 
the Propoſals of Peace, before rhe joynrt Forces of Ex 
gland and Wales were ſent to ferch him up. Princ 
Rhys having received ſach a threatning Meſag: 
thought it now high time to repent of what he tai 
afore ſo raſhly reſolved upon, and rherefore after lony 
Conſultarion, be judged ir his wiſeſt way to accept d 
the King's Propoſals and roappear at Court. Theret 
' was agreed upon,that Rhys,whoſe Lands heretofore la 
ſcattered abour, and were intermixed with other Per- 
ſon's Eſtate, ſhould enjoy Cantref Mawr, and any 6 
ther Cantref which the King ſhould be pleaſed to be 
ſtow upon him. Bar contrary to this Article, 
King aligned him ſeveral Lordſhips and other Land 
r remote from each orher, and particularly inte!- 
mixed them with the Eftates of Eng/:/p-men, who 
he was ſure would be a watch and a curb to all ti 
mottons of Prince Rhys. This was indeed a very Þ* 
Iirick Contrivance of King Henry to keep under 
high and reſtleſs Spirir of Rhys ; bur the Jultice 6 
the Action.does nor fo evidently appear in breaks 
one of the-chiefeſt Articles of the Peace, and chopp!"f

But the 
Lord Rhys ap Gruffdb, a ſubtile and a politick Prince, 
ing it 1mpoſiible to withſtand the Engli/o Army, 
and-fearing the King's Puiſſance, which he perceived 
to be ſo implacably bent againſt the Yelcb, went 1n 
to Porceſtcr, and (wearing Fealry to the King, 
his perpetual.

But what was moſt unna 
rural of all, Lbewelyz, whoſe Father Cadwalhon ap Grife 
Hdb ap Conan was lately murdered by the Engi:ſtmen, 
was taken by his own Brothers, who very barbaoully 
put out his Eyes About the ſame time , Baidwyn, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, being attended by Giraldus 
Cambrenſiz, took a Progreſs into Y/ales, being the fit 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury that vifited that Country; 
whole Authority the Clergy of Wales in vain oppoled, 
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ledges of their Metrapohtan Church of S. Davids. In 
this Viſtation; deſcribed by Giraldus in his Itinerarium 


to goto the Holy Land againſt thoſe prevailing Enemies® 
of Chriſtiattiry, the Saracens 3 to whole prevailing 
Greatnels,, Zeruſalem it ſelf was now in great danger 
to become; fubjet. The Archbiſhop having letr the 
Country, Mag oz the Son of Lord Rhys brought all 
his Power againft Texbigh, and having by force made 
himſelf Maſter. of it , burnt the whole Town to the 
ground, and {o.carried away very conſiderable Spoil 
He was a Perſon of ſuch civil Behaviour and cafie Ac- 
ceis, of ſo: comly Perſonage., and Honeſty in all bis 
Actions, that he: artrated the moſt earneſt Love and 
Aﬀedction of all his Friendsz by which means he be- 
came very terrible and formidable ro his Enemies, <> 
roney the Elemings, of whom he obtained dives 
tories and Conqueits.

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The next Year, being th: Year of Chriſt 1189. 
Hewy the Second, ' ſurnamecl Courrmante!, King of 
and dyed, and was buricd at Fonteverard; after 
whom, his Son Richard, called Curde/yon, was by the 
moanimous conſent of all thi: Peers and Nobility of 
,, crowned in his place, Prince Rhys being 
thus deprived of his greateſt Friend , rhought it his 
wiſeft way to make the bet} proviſion he could for 
hiolelf, by enlarging his Dominions, and extending 
the Bounds of his preſent Territories ; and therefore 
hanng raiſea all the Strengrh he could , he wan the 
Caſtles of Seynclere, Abercorran, and Lhanſtephan ; 
and having taken and commirted to Piton Maelgmwn 
his Son, who. was the preateſt Thorn in his Side, as 
one that was molt pafſionarely beloved by the Soruth- 
ales Men, he brought the whole Country to his ſub- 
Kon. Then he built the Caitle of Cydwe:y ; but 
what took away from him the Joy of all rhisgood For- 
tune, he loſt his Daughter Gmen/b:ian, a Woman of 
luch incomparable Beauty, and exceeding in all femi- 
nine Qualifications, that ſhe was accounted the faireſt 
and beſt accomplithed L1dy in all the Country. And 
not lohg after her dyed Gruffydb Mayler, Lord of Brom- 
field, a Man of preat Prudence and Experience, and 
one that excelled all rhe Nobility of his time in Hoſ- 
gy and all other Acts of Generofity and Libera- 

ity. His Corps were carried to Myfod, and honoura- 
dly nrerr*d there, being attended by molt of the Per- 
lons of Quatiry throughout the whole: Country. He 
bad Iſſue by his Wite Angharad Daughter of Owen 
Comedb Prince of North-Hales. a Son called Madawc, 
who ſucceeded. his Father in that part of P:wys, called 
1 him Powys Fadawe. Rhys, Prince of South-Vales, 
Was growing very powerful, and had made hunlelt 
Maſter of rhe preateſt part of South Males, only with

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ſooner got Dynefowr Caſile into his poſſeſſion, but hi

cens ; but in his return to Enyland, he wan the Kin 
dom of Cyprus, and gave: it to Gwido King of Jeruſs 
lem,. upon condition he would reſign his former Title 
to him ; During his ſtay in this Iſland, he marryed Be. 
rengaria the Daughter of the King of Navarr. 

Mae gon, Prince Rbys's Son had been now detain'{ 
a long time in Priſon, where his Father had ſhut him 
up; but being at laſt utrerly weary of fuch a cloſe 
Confinement, he found ſome means or other to get 
out, and to make his eſcape. His Father Prince Ry 
was not fo troubled ar Ins being broke out , and that 
he had got his hiberty, as to give over the Conqueſt, 
which all this while he had gone ſo furiouſly on with; 
but laying ſiege to Lhanbayaden Caltie,he took it with- 
our any great Oppoſition, and brought all the Coune 
ry about to his ſubjeion. And what favoured him 
more 1n his Attempts againſt the Engliſh, King Richard 
having moſt bravely ſignalized himiclt againſt the Inf 
dels, in his return home through Auſtria, was taken 
Priſoner by Duke Leepo!d. who prelented him to the 
Emperour Henry, who - Far 200000 Marks fot 
his Ranſom ; laying to his charge, that he had ſpoil- 
ed and plundered the Iſland of S:ci/y in his Voyage to 
the Holy Land. And as Rhys took the advantage of 
King Richard's abſence to ſubje&t Sorrh- Males ; 10 Re- 
deric Brother to David Prince of North Hal:s , made 
ule of Gothrike's the King of Man's help, to get tie 
Principality of North-H/ales to k:unſelf, ard ejcct his 
Brother.

Then 
m Wl the two Brothers Howel and Maelgon joyned their For- 
le WI ces; but fearing that they had more Caſtles than whar 
et Wl they were able to defend, they thought it convenient 
to taſe Lbanbazaden Caſtle ; which the Flemings ha- 
ving notice of, rhey gathered all their Power together, 
and.coming to Lbanbayaden at the day appointed, they 
merpiRec ſer upon the Felch, and flew a great , 
number of them. But notwitſtanding this ſudden and 
happy accident," they thought it neceſſary to de- 
froy the Caſtle ; and fo coming to Lhanhayaden the 
ſecond time, they raſed it to the ground, without any 
Moleſtation from, or appearance of any Enemy to di- 
iturb them. But when Anarawd, another Son of 
Pr Rbys, faw how profperouſly his Brothers ſucceed- 
ed, he thought ro make himſelf as rich as they, and 
by a ſhorter and ay eaſfizr Method : And therefore ha- 
Viag ynder a ſmooth pretence of Friendſhip and Love 
got his Brorhers Howe! and Madarc in private ; being 
hoved with Ambition and Cas ro enjoy their 
Eltdtes, he firſt made them Priſoners, and then very 
lnnaturally pulled out their Eyes. Bur Mae/gon elca-' 
ped this Snare , and hearing what a foul Action was 
committed, he promiſed his Brother Anarawd the Ca- 
lile of Niratmeyric, for the Liberty and Retealment of 4D 
bis two Brothers, which Anarawd granted.

Bur. whilſt theſe unhappy Differences, and unnx WI" 
tural Claſhings. betwixt Prince Khys and his Sons, MI 
continue and rage in South-MPales, a new revolution cf 1 
Afﬀeairs happened in North-Wales.

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But Poſſeſſion is not always the ſureſt Card, which 
proved very true in Prince David's caſe at this time; 
for Lhewelyn the Son of Torwerth Drwyndin, who wis 
the eldelt Son of Owen Goaynedb Prince of Noth 
Wales, being now arrived to Years of matuitty, 
and having Senſe enough to underſtand what a jul 
Title and Claim he had to the Principality of Noth 
Wales, of which his Uncle David had fo unjultly kept 
him out; he thought it high time to endeavour t2 
recover What was lawfully his own, which how: 
ver he was well perſuaded his Uncle David wo-ls 
never eaſily patt with. And therefore being wel 
aſlured that the juſtneſs of his Title wouid net! 
mount him up to the Throne , without he had 3 
Army at his heels to help him on ; he called 197 
ther all his Friends and Relations by his NMothe" 
fide, who was Marred the Daughter of Madazc 4 
Meredith Prince of Powys, and having diawn to his 
fide his Cofins the Sons of Conan ap Owen Guan, 
and Rbodri ap' Oren , he came mto North Wat!, 
proclaiming how againſt all Juſtice his Uncle D4:4% 
had: firſt diſinherited his Father To:wereh,. and - 


- 
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| kept the Government from him who was the 
ioht Heir. And though his Father Jorgwerth had 
keen incapable of raking upon him the Government 
by reaſon of ſome Infirmity; yet there was no rea- 
{on that his Fathers Weakneſs ſhould exclude and 
urn him our ; and therefore, being now ſenſible of 
what he was not capable to underſtand in his youth, 
he laid claim to the Principality, which was juſtly 
his own. But there was no great need of conjur= 
ng to underſtand his Claim, nor of much Rhetorick 
ro' perſuade the People ro own him for their Prince; 
whoſe. Aﬀection was cooled, and almot worn off 
from David, ever ſince he had dealt ſo unnatural- 
ly with bis Brothers, whom after he had deprived 
of their Eſt:tes, he baniſhed out of the Country. 
And therefore before Lhewelyn could expect ro have 
any ſure footing, the whole Country of North-Wales 
was at his devotion, excepting only Three Caſtles, 
which David, by the help of the Engliſh, in whom, 
by reaſon of his Afﬀinity with the late King Henry, 
he depended much upon, k-pt to himſelf. And thus 
David bong deprived of almoſt all that he for- 
metly poſſefled; we ſhall reckon him no more a- 
mong the Princes of North-Hales, bur reſtore the 
Principality to the true Heir Lhewelyn ap Torwerth.

Hewelyn ap Iorwerth the Son of Owen Gwynedb, 
having thus ſucceſsfully carried on his jult 
Claim to the Dominion of Noreb-FFales, and being 
quietly ſettled in the Government of it, Roger Mor: 
timer marches with a ſtrong Body to Melyemtb , 
and built the Caſtle of Cymaron, whereby he re- 


duced rhat Country to his ſubje&tion, and forced 


thence the two Sons of Cadwalh:n ap Madame that: 


Were Governours thereof, ' About this time Regs w_ 
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Meredith (two valiant but undutiful) Sons of ring 
Rbys, having got together 2 Body of hot headed G, 
ring Soldiers, came before Dynefawr , and tos: the 
Caſtle that was garriſon'd by their Fathers \{q 
Hence they proceeded to Cantre-Fichan, where th 
Country civily received” them , and furrender'4 y 
the Caitle ro them. At this their Father waz me 
incenled, and therefore to put a ſtop to their (x. 
ther Proceedings , he endeavoured by all means 
take then), which not long after happened ; for thei 
Adherents now began to be touched with the Senk 
as well of their Treaſon againſt, as of their Alle. 
ance due to their lawful Lord Prigce Rhys ; and 
therefore to attone for their paſt Faults, and to pro- 
cure his future Favour, they berrayed their rebello 
Leaders to their offended Father, who immediatly 
committed then to ſafe cuſtody. 

The enſuing Year Prince Rbys levies a great Arny, 
whoſe firſt Attempt was upon the Town and Ciſtl 
of Caermadthm, both which he took in a ſho: tine 
and deſtroyed, and then returned with confideratk 
Booty, Not long after he led the {aid Army to th: 
Marches, and inveſted 'the Caſtle of C/un , which 
was not fo eaſily raken as the former ; for this col 
him a long Siege, and many a fierce Afſauit; ard 
therefore to be revenged of it, when he rook it he 
laid it in Aſhes; thence he proceeded to the Ct 
ſtle of Radnor, which he likewiſe wan ; but 1wmc- 
diately after it coſt him a blobdy Batte] ; for he ws 
no ſooner Maſter of the Caſtle , but Roger Mortin? 
and Hugh de Say came with a numerous and wel 
dilciplin'd Army, conſiſting of Normans and by: 
liſh, to. the relief of it. Whereupon Piince Rt 

inking it not his beſt courſe to confine his Men 
within. the Walls, led 'em up into a Champin 
Ground hard by, and' there, like a valiant Prince, 
relolved to give his Enemics Battel, though they had 
much the advantage of him; for his Men were net 
ther ſo well armed, nor ſo much accuſtomed to Bit- 
tel as the others were ; however their Courage made 
amends for their Arms, and their Leaders Prager 
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and Conduit ſupply'd the Defects of +their Difci- 


pline ; for they choſe rather to die honourably in the 
Defence of their Country. than ſhimefully to ſur- 
vive the Loſs of it; and therefore they attack'd 


' their Enemies ſo valantly, that they wete not long 
d t» "I ——S 
" able to withitand their Force, but quitted the Field 
4 c in great Diſorder, leaving a great number of their 


Men behind them ſlain upon the fpot : and Prince 
by: purſued them fo warmly, that they were pla 
the ſhelter of the Night ro protect them from his 
Fary. After this Victory, he beſieged the Caltle of 
Pane in Elfel, which he ecfily rook, and kept in his 
own hands, till A/lliam de Bruce, the Owner there- 
of, came to him, and humbly deſired Peace of him, 
which he granted him, and withal deliver'd him up 
his Caſtle apain. Not long after, the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury ( whom King Richard had fubitituted his 
Lieutenant in England ) marches with a powerful 
Army towards Wales, and befieges the Ca'tle of 
Gwenwynwyn, at the Pool ; bur the Garriſon aiade 
ſuch a vigorous Defence,: that he loit a great many 
of his Men, and all his mpts proved 1ineffeCtual ; 
therefore he ſent for ſome Pyoneers, whom he or- 


delieged underiiood , they bethought of ſecuring 
themſelves on the moit honourable Terms they could; 
they were not willing to put themſelves to the ha= 
zard of a Battel, for their Enemies were thrice their 
Number ; therefore they propoſed to ſurrznder up the 
Caſtle, on condition they ſhould carry off all their 
Arms along with them : Which Oitcr the Archbt- 
ſhop accepted of, and fo permitted the Garriſon to 
march out quierly.

But 
Cwenwynwyn was not {o willing to part trom his Ca» 
lile, as never to attempt the IKecovery of ir; there- 
fore as ſoon as he underitood that the Archbiſhop wzs 
gone back, he immediately befieged it, and ihortiy

dered to undermine the Walls; which when the 
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The following Year there broke our a terible 
Plague, which ipread over all Britain and France, 
2nd carried off a great number of the Noblity, te. 
fides- common People. This Year likewiſe dyed the 
valiant Rhys, Prince of South-Wales, the only Yay 
and Defence of that part of Wiles ; for he it ws 
that got them their Liberty, and lecuted it to them, 
He often very readily expoled his own Life for the 
defence of theirs and their Countiy 3 generally he 
gor the betrer of his Enemies, and at lait either 
brought them entirely under ms Subjection, or for- 
ced them to quit their Country. He was no lels 
1luftrious for his vicruous Endowments, than for his 
Valour and Extraction ; fo that it w.s with good 
reaſon that the Bririſh Bards and others wrote (o 
honourably of him, and ſo mightily deploted hu 
Death. 

To this Prince were born many Sons and Daugh- 
ters, whereof his eldei Son Gruffydb fucceeded hm; 
the others were Cadwalhon, Maelgon, Mered.ch, and 
Rhys. Of his Daughters, one calied Gmwenih:an wat 
marnicd to Einyfed Fych Anceltor to Owen Tudo 
that married COL Downer: to Kivg 
Henry the Filth; And the reit wee very well match'd 
with fome of the Nobility of the Country, P: ce 
Gruffydh berg ſertled in the Government of ki 
Country, did not long enjoy it peaceably ; for ts 
toubl-lom Biother Maclgon thought it now a ft 
rim? to endeavour the recovery of the Inheritance i 
Father had depiived him of To this purpole hs 
makes a Leapue with Gwenwynwyn, the Sen of On 
Cyfeilioc, Lud of Powys, and by their joyunt Interct! 
got together a conſiderable Body of Men, whcie- 
with they furprized Prince Gruffjdb at Abery/iiy:b, 
whom, after they had ſlain a great many of his Men, 
tney took Priſoner. Thus Maelpon effectualiy ace 
compliſhed his Deſign in the recovery of the Calile, 
ang the whole Country of Cardigan. His unforts- 
nate Brother he committed to the cuſtody of his ſpite- 
ful Confederate Gmwenwynwym, who immediately our 
vt Malice deliver'd him up to the Mercy of his 10- 
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rate Enemies the Englsſb. - After this Gawenwyn- 
m having got together an Army entered Aruſtly, 
id brought it to his ſubjection, 
David ap Owen, whom Prince Lhewelyn had for- 
4 to quit his Ulurpation of the Principality of 
ntb-Wales, had hitherto lived quietly and peacea- 
y, not ſo much out of kindneſs to his Nephew, as 
cauſe he knew not how to redreſs himſelf ; but now 
aving got a great Army of Engliſh and Welch, he 
ſed his utmoſt Efforts to recover his 'Principality. 
reupon Prince Lhewe/ym who was the right Heir, 
nd in poſſeſſion of ir, came on boldly to meer him, 
id gave him battel, wherein he ſhamefully routed 
is Army, and took his Uncle David Priſoner, whom 
x delivered into ſafe cuſtody, whereby he ſecured 
> himſelf and his Country Peace and Quietnels. 
owards the cloſe of this Year Owen Cyfeilzoc Lord 
{ the higher Powys departed this Life, and left his 
Eftate to Gwenwynwyn his Son ; after whom thar part 
of Powys was called Powys- Wenwynwyn, to diſtinguiſh 
t from the other called Powys Fadoc the Inheritance 
of the Lords of Bromfield. Much about this time 
rabaern Fychan, a Man of great Power and Autho= 
nity in the County of Brecknock, was ſuddenly ſeized 
upon as he was going ro L/ancors to confer abour ſome 
buſineſs with M/illiam de Bruce Lord thereof, and by 
an Ocder of the Lords, tyed to an Horſe Tail and 
dragged through the Streets of Brecknock to the Gal- 
lows, where he was beheaded , and his Body. hung 
up by the Feet for three Days. Which Barbarity 1n- 
fiicted upon him for no known juſt Cauſe, fo fright= 
ned his Brothers Wife and Children, that they fled 
their Country for fear of the ſame Uſage. The 
Year following Mae/gom, who had before routed his 
Brother Prince Gruffydh's Army, and taken him Pri- 
loner, begins now to enlarge his Territories, and takes 
n his Brothers Caſtles of Aberteifs and Thtratmeyric. 
Alſo the youngeſt Son of Prince Rhys about this 
time recovered the Caſtle of Dynefowr from th 
Normans, 
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The fame Summer Gwenwynwyn took up a tefoluticn 
of attewpting to extend ales to its antient Limits, 
and for this purpoſe he raiſes a powerful Army, with 
which he firſt deſigns ro be avenged of 11.um 4 
Bruce for the inhuman Death of IS Cofin Trabaery 
Fychan, and therefore he befiegeth his Caſtle of Py 
in E/fel, where he makes a Proteſtation, thar as ſoon 
2s he had taken it, for a farther fatisfattion to his Re. 
venge, he would unmercifully ravage the whole Coun. 
try as far as Severn. But theſe mighty Menaces were 
ſoon. blown over 3 for he had neither Bartering En. 

ins nor Pioneers, fo that he was forced to lay before 
. Caſtle for three Weeks without effecting any 
thing 5 whereby the Muttherers had time enough to 
apply themſelves ro England for Succours, which they 
obtained. For upon this Geoffrey Firz-Peter, Lord 
Chief Juſtice of Expland levies a conſiderable Army, 
ro which he joyns all the Lords Marchers, and comes 
in all haſt to the Relief of the place, where he meets 
» with whoni, before he would h:zard a 

Battel , he was defirous to have a Treaty of Peace, 
to which Gwenwynroym and his Adherents wouid in no 
wile hearken or condeſcend, but returned in anſwer, 
that their buſineſs there' was to be revenged of old In- 
juries done them. Hereupon the Eng/:/h Lords reſol- 
ved to enlarge Prince Gruffydb of South-WWales, whom 
they knew to be an inveterate Enemy of Gwent 
wn, as he that delivered him up to their hands; and 
likewgſe to be a Man of great Authority in his Coun- 


try, therefore they rightly concluded he might be 


more ſerviceable to them when ar liberty than under 
confinement, wherein they wete not diſappointed; 
for he immediately got together a irong Body i 
his Countrymen, and joyting with the Engliſh, ad- 
vanced towards the Caftle, where they furiouſly 3t- 
tack'd Gwenwynwym , who made no lefs vigorous de- 
fence; hereup6n there enſued a bloody Batre], with 
a grear ſlaughter on borh ſides, but at length the En!- 
4 got the Viftory, and Gwenwynoyn loſt a gre!

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Commanders, aw whom were Anarawd, Son of 
necy, Owen ap Cadwalhon, Richard ap kſim, and 
Robert ap Huwe/., Meredith ap Conan was likewiſe 
en Prſoner, with many more. Afrer this the Eng- 
Sweet home triumphantly, and requited Prince 
af9dh's Service with a perfect Liberty, who imme- 
dately, partly by his own Force, paitly by the Af- 
ſion of his, People, repoſſeſſed himſelf of all his 
Dominions, ſave the Caſtles of Aberte:fi and 1r atmey- 
"Wl 7i@ which his uſurping Brother Mae/gamn, by the Al- 
Bnce of Gwentynuy, had, during - Confinemenr 
by the Exgliſb, taken from him, and (till unjuſtly de- 
tained, Hereupon, ſome of Prince Gruffydb's prime 
Nobility and Clergy came to him, and offered him 
their Endeavours. of reconciling him to his Brother, 
and. made him ſo apprehenſive of his juſt Diſpleaſure 
at him, that he took a ſolemn Oath before them, thar 
in caſe his Brother would give him Hoſtages for the 
BY ſecurity of his own Perſon, he would deliver him up 
8 tis Calile of Aberreifi by a day appointed ; which 
8 Propoſals Prince Gruffdb accepted of, aud accordingly 
lent him his Demands : But it was the leaſt of Mael- 
gon's intention ro make good his parr, or elſe he was 
WW very unconſtant in his reſolution ; for he had no 
ſooner received the Hoſtages, bur inſtead of delivering 
the Caſtle, he fortifies it, and purs in a Garriſon 
or his own uſe. and commits the Hoſtages to the cue» 
lody of Gwenwynwyn, Prince Gruffydb's mortal Ene- 
my; but nor long after, their Innocency procured 
them an opportunity of an Eſcape. 
la the Year 1199. Maelgon (till purſuing his Ha- 
tred of his Brother Prince Gruffdb, gets an Army, 
wherewith he beſiegeth his Caſtle of Dynerch, which 
be was Maſter ot in a ſhort time, and then pur all 
e Qarriſoh to the Sword, Bur about the ſame time 
Prince Grufffdb in licu of this , wan the Caltle of 
and ſtrongly fortified it. This Year Richard 
the. Firſt of England, as he was belieging the Caſtle 
Chalons in France, was ſhot from the Walls with 
a Arrow, whereof he not long after dyed, and letr 


bs King lom to his Biother Fobn, who thereupon -—_

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with great Solemnity crown'd at Weſtminſter. Bu: 
he could not expect to enjoy this Kingdom pexce. 
ably ; for his elder Brother Geoffry Plantagenet had 
lefr a Son behind him named Arthur, whoſe Right 
the Crown of England was by lineal deſcent ; which 
now therefore he juſtly lays claim to , and by tte 
afliſtance of King Philip of France ( who elpoulcd 
his Quarrel) endeavours to recover. But before 
Prince Arthur had made ſufficient Preparations to car- 
ry on his Deſign, he was unexpettedly ſet upon by his 
Uncle, his Army routed, and he himſelf taken Pri. 
foner, and committed to ſafe cuſtody ; not long after 
which, he dyed, and ſo King Febn was rid of his 
Comperitor. 

The following Year Gruffydb ap Conan ap Own 
Gwynedh dyed, and was buried in a Monk's Cawl in 
the Abby of Conway, which way of burying was ve- 
ry much praCtiſed ( eſpecially by the betrer ſort ) in 
thoſe days ; for the Monks and Friers had deluded 
the People into a ſtrong Conceit of the Merits of it, 
and had firmly perſuaded them it was highly condu- 
cing to their future Happineſs to be thus interr'd, 
Bur this Superſtition, together with the Propagators 
of it, they had lately received from England : For the 
firſt Abby or Monaſtery we read of in Wales, fince 
the Deſtruftion of that famous Houſe of Bangor, wiich 
lavour'd of Romiſh Dregs, was the Ty-Gwyn bui! 
in the Year 1146. after which they mightily increaled 
and ſpread over all the Country ; and now the Foun- 
tain Head began to be corrupted ; for the Clergy 
maintained a Doftrin which their Anceſtors abborr'd, 
as may eaſily be gathered from the Writings of that 
worthy Divine Ambroſius Teleſinus, who flouriſhed i 
the Year 540. when the Chriſtian Faith (which we* 
ſuppoſe to be deliver'd at the Iſle of 4falon by 70 
feph of Arimathea) - flowed in this Land in a pu1t 
and uncorrupted Stream, before it was infected 2nd 
polluted by that proud and blood-thirſty Monk 4: 
guftine. I ſay, he then wrote and left behind him #

From whence ir 1s apparent, that the Church of 
Reme was then. corrupt, and that the Britiſh Chur- 
ches perſevered in the primitive and truly Apoſtolical 
ProfeſGon of Chriſtianity, as it was at firſt planted in 
the Iſland 3 and that no Roman Innovations had crept 
n among them, which afterwards mightily increaſed, 
rar they were once introduced by Auguſtin the 

x. 

This Year likewiſe we find the ſpiteful and turbu- 
lent Mae/gon, chooſing rather to petfiſt ſtill in his Re- 
bellion, than to return to his Allegiance, and toprefer 
a (mall Lucre to the Love and Safety of his Country. 
For now finding that the Caſtle of Aberterfi was not 
; WF tenable by his own Power and Force, yet rather than 
" WH deliver it up to his Brother Prince Gruffydb, and there- 
by procure his Favour, he choſe to ell it ro his bitter 
\ WH Enernics the \Eng/iſb , for an inconfiderable Sum of 
WH Money, whereby he opened them a free paſſage into 

all F/ales ; this being reckoned one of 1s chief De- 
fences and Bulwarks. About this time Madawec Son 
of Gruffydh Maylor Lord of Bromfield built the Abby 
of Lanegweſt, commonly known by the Engliſh by 
the Name of Vale Crucis. 
In the Year 1201. the valiant Lhewelmn ap Iorwerth 
Prince of North-Vales baniſhee our of his Territories 
his Coſin Meredith the Son of Conan ap Owen Gwynedb, 
. Whom he ſuſpected of trealonable Practices, and there- 
Þ fore confiſcated his Lands which were the Cantref of 
Lhyn and Efyenyth. Much atour the lame time Me- 
redith the Son of Prince Rby: was {lum at Car wilhion 

Treaſon , whereupon his elder Brother Gruffyan 
pollefſed himſelf of his Caſtle in Lhanymdhyfrs and 
all his Lands. This Gruffdb was a valiart 2nd d1l- 
aect Prince, and one that was like to bring all _ 
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Wales to good order. and Obedience ; for in all thing 
he trod in his Fathers ſteps, and made it his buſnsy 
to ſucceed him as'well'in his Valour and vertupy; &; 
dowments, :as in his Government. Bur the vaſt 
conceived of him ſoon proved abortive ; for in the & 
ſuing Year, on S. Zames's day he dyed, to the grez 
Grief ahd Loſs of his Country, and ſhortly after wg 
buried ar 7/trarflur with great Pomp and Solemniy, 
He left behind him fot a Succeſſor a Son called Rhy, 
which Maud the Daughter of P4lliam de Bruce hat 
bore him. The following Year ſome of the 
Nobility marched with an Army towards the Caftl 
of Gwerthrymon, which belonged to Roger Mortime, 
and after. a ſhort Siege, they took it and levelld it 
with, the ground. ; 
This Year Lhewelyn ap Tortwerth calling to mind hi 
'Eftate and Title, and how all the Welch Princes were 
obliged both 'by the Laws of Roderic the Great, 
and thoſe of Howel Dba to acknowledg the King or 
Prince of North-FPales for their Sovereign Lord, and 
to do Homage to him for their Dominions : Yet not- 
withſtanding that- they knew this to be their duty, 
and that they formerly had readily performed it ; yet 
becauſe of late Years his Predecefſors had neglected 
ro call ther! to their Duty, they now began to 19% 
pin themſelves exempted from it ; and {ome thougit 
themſelves accountable to no ſuperiour Prince ; othe!s 
denyed SubjeQion to Prince Lh-weln, and held their 
Dominions of the King of England. To put a Ui 
therefore to the further vrowth of this Contewpr. and 
to aſſert his own Right , Prince Lhete!yn {ſummons 
all the Welch Lords, who for the moſt part appeaitd, 
and {wore Alleprance ro him. But Gwenwyncry)1 Lord 
of Powys neither came to this meeting, nor Would 
own the Princes Supremacy : Which Stubborne!s and 
Diſobedience the Prince acquainted his Lords wiih, 
gin 2 they delivered their Opinion, that it w3 
but rea onable, that Gwenwynwyn ſhould be compe'! « 
to his Duty, or elſe forfeit his Eſtate : This ali the 
Lords conſented to, but Els ap Madawc, who v3 


an intimate Friend of Gwentymwm, and therefor 
Wouly 
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ld not conſent to the enaQting any thing that 
ohr be prejudicial to him, but broke off from the 
Meeting much diffatisfied with their Proceedings. 
Notwfhbanding which, Prince Lhewelyn, purſuant 
\the Advice of the reſt of his Lords, raiſes an Ar- 
ay, and marches towards Powys; but before he made 
wy uſe of it, he was by the Mediation of ſome learn- 
d and able Men reconciled to Gwenwynwyn, and fo 
Crowne became his dutiful Subject , which he 
confirmed both by Oath and Writing ; and indeed 
t-was not without good reaſon, that Prince Lhewe- 
hauled all the caution imaginable to bind this Man ; 
for he had ſworn Allegiance before to the King of 
England. Lbewelyn having thus ſubjected Gwenwywys, 
ke thought it now convenient to ſhew likewiſe ſome 
Marks of his Reſentments againſt his Adherent E!zs 
4 Madawe , and therefore he ſtrips him of all his 
Lands; whereupon Elzs fled the Country , but not 
bog after, yielding himſelf to the Prince's Mercy, he 
received of him the Caſtle of Crogen, and Seven Town- 
hips beſides. And now having mentioned Cropen, it 
vil not be improper to ſtep a httle out of the way, 
und here take notice of the reaſon why the Engliſh 
formerly, when they had a mind to reproach the Ielch, 
called them Crogens. The firlt occafion of it was this, 
King Henry the Second in his Expedition againſt the

King Henry, defiring his ſpeedy help againſt the Welch 
who thereupon catne in Perſon with part of his Arny, 
and raiſed the Siege. Then, the reſt of his Forces be- 
ing arrived, be marched into the Wood, which wa 
Five Miles in length, and by reaſon of the thicknel 
of the growth impaſſable ; and for an eatie pally: 
t h it, cauſed ir to be burnt down. Afrter that, 
ke led his Army farther into the Country, and coming 
to an Abby called Cridias, which the Welch were wott 
to take for refuge, he cauſed it to be burnt down; but 
finding it a.very convenient place for a Fortreſs, i 
granted leave to Hubert de Burgh to build a Caſt 
there.

ph96 in his Camp, he was forced to ; aorinfM 2 
arable Peace with the Felch, conſenting to 
demaliſh that Cafite, which with ſo great an Expence 
both of Men and Mony was now almoſt finiſted, upon 
bis own Charges, Prince Lhb-welm paying only Three 
Thonfand Pounds towards it. Then borh Armies ſe- 
; Prince Lhewelyn marching ro North-WWales, 
and the King leaving Fiiliam Bruce Priſoner with the 
Walch, returned to England, having purchaſed no ſmall 
Diſcredic in this Expedition. 
William Bruce was brought to Wales, and there had 
2n honourable Confinement in the Prince his Palace ; 
but be had not continued there very-loang, when he 
to be ſuſpefted of being too familiar with the 
Pnnceſs, King Henry's Siſter ; and as the report went, 
was takeWin the very att of Adultery ; tor which the 
Prince cauſed him to be hanged forthwith. About

'Gruffydb being acquainted with his Brothers Reſo- 
lution, and thinking that thereby he had unavoidably 
diſpleaſed the King of Enghind, privately ſent to King 
Henry, — him, that if by Force he would deli- 
ver hit out of Priſon , he would not only hold. his 
Lands for ever from him, but alſo pay him the yeatly 
Acknowledgment of Three Hundred Marks ; offering

L deſtroy one another , thought they had full li- 
ty to deal with them as they pleaſed ; and rhere- 
on began to excrciſe all manner of Wrong and In- 


ice againſt them z inſomuch thar the next Year, 0 - 1256. 
rhe 
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the Lords of ales came in a body to Prince 
welyn, and declared their Grievances, how unnes 
fully Prince Edward (whom his Father had {en 
Wales) and others of the Nobility of Englard de 
with them, how without any colour of Juttice t 
ſeized upon their Eſtates, withour any room for 
peal ; whereas if themſelves offended in the le 
they were puniſhed ro the urmoſt extremity, In fs 
they ſolemnly declared, that they preferred to dyely 
nourably'in the Field, before ro be ſo unmercifull s 
flaved ro the Will and Pleaſure of Strangers. Pine 
Lhewelm was not a Stranper to all this ; and n 
having happily diſcovered the Bent and Inclinati 
of his Subjects, was reſolved to proſecute, if poflil 
the Expulſion of the Engliſh, and to be revenged 
on them for their moit ciuel, and almoſt inhun; 
Practices rowards the Felch. Having therefore dray 
all his Power together, being accompany'd by Me 
dith ap Rhys Grye , in the ſpace of one Week he 
covered out of the hands of the Englsſh all the inla 
Country of North-WVales, and then all Meri 
with ſuch Lands as Prince Edtvard had uſurped i 
Cardigan, Which he beſtowed upon Meredith the 
of Owen ap Gruffydh. Having alſo forced R6ys 
chan out of Buelbt, he conferr'd it upon Meredubg 
Rhys ; and in bke manner: beſtowed all the Latt 
which he recovered, between his Nobles; relernit 
nothing to his own uſe, beſides Gmwerthryneon, tit 
Eftate of Sir Roger Mortimer. The next Summe 
he entered into Powys, and made War againſt Gn 
fydh ap Gwenwynwyn, who always had taken pit 
with, and owned SubjeCtion to the King of Engia 
which he totally overcame, excepting the Cattle © 
Poole, lome {mall part of Caerneon, and the Court) 
lying upon the bank of the Severn. 

But Ahys Fychan was not ſatisfied with the lols « 
Buelht , and therefore was reſolved to try t0 rec 
it; to Which end, he went to the King of Eng at 
of whom he obtained a very ſtrong Army , 
wmanded ty one Stephen Bacon, which being ſent * 
Sea, landed at Caermardbyy in the Whirfor- Wen 
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am:thence the Engls/b marched ro Dynefawr, and 
aid Siege ro the Cattle, which valiantly held our, 
util | Lbe 's Army came to its Relicft. Upon 
be arrival'of 'the Welch, the Engliſh decamped from 
fre the Caſtle, and pur themſelves in poſture of 
Barrel, which the . Zelch perceiving, 'they- made all 
ate-ro anſwerand oppoſe them. Whereupon there 
mlged a very terrible Engagement which latted a very 
wg while ; this being for number of Men the great- 
tBatrel rbar had been fought berween the Eng/i/h 

2nd the Felch; Bur the Victory favoured the Welch, 
+05 uſo being ar lengrh forced ro fly, having 

ſt above Two Thouſand Men, befides ſeveral Ba- 
mand Knights who were raken Priſoners. After 
this rhe Prince's Army paſſed ro Dyfed, where having 
burnt all”the Country, and deſtroyed the Callles of 
ſbercorran, 'Lhanſtephan, Maenclochos and Arberth, 
a all the Towns rhereuntro belonging, returned ro 
oth-Wales with much Spoil. Bur as. ſoon as he 
was arrived, great Complaints were exhibited to 
Prince L bewelyn againſt Jeffrey Langley Lieutenant ro 
Elvard'Earl of Cheſter, who withour any regard to 
_ and Conſcience, moſt wrongfully opprefſed the 
bicanrs of Wales under his Juriſdiction. Wheres 
upen the Prince tro punith the Maſter for the Servant's 
Rult, entred with tome part of his Army into the 
Er!'s Eitare, burnt and deftroyed all his Country on 
both-fides the River Dce, to the Gares of Cheſter. 
Edvard had no power at preſent: to oppote him, bur 
being reſolved ro be revenged upon the Weich with 
the-firft opportunity, he deſired Aid of his Uncle, 
then choſe King of the Romans, who fenr him a ftrong 
Derachmenr, with which he purpoſed ro give Prince, 
Lhewelm Batrel. Burt finding him roo itrong, he 
thought ir more adviſable ro defitt from Hottiliry, the 
Brince's Army confilting of Ten Thouſand expericn- 
«=d Men, who were. obliged by Oarh, rather all ro 
Ut in the Ficld, than ſuffer the Engliſp ro gain any 
Advantzge over the Welch. Bur Gruffydb ap Maaac 
Maelor, rd of Dinas Br.in, 2 Perton of notorious 
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ſook the Welch his Country-men, and with all jt; 
Forces went over to the Earl of Cheſter. 

- The nexr Year Prince Lhewely pafied to Soul. 
Wales, and ſeized into his Hands the Land of Cem, 
and having reconciled the Difference berwixt ghy 
Gryp and Rhys Fychan, he won the Cattle of Trefdraeth, 
with che whole Country of Rbos, excepting Haver. 
Ford. Thence he marched in an hoſtile manner ts 
ward Glamorgan, and raſed to the ground the Cz 
ſtle of Lhangymweb, and then returning to Noth 
Wales, he mer by the way with Edward Earl « 
Cheſter, whom he forced precipnouſly to rerurn back 
Bur before he would pur an end ro this Expeditia, 
he muſt needs be revenged upon that ungrateful fug- 
tive Grufydb ap Madoc Maetor, and thereupon pal 
fing thro' Bromfield, he miſerably laid walte the whole 
Conntry. Upon this the Kings of England and Scu- 
fond (ent ro Lhewehn, requiring him to ceaſe from Ho 
ftiliry, and afrer that unmerciful manner to deyau, 
and forcibly ro take away other Mens Eſtates. Ite 
Prince was not over follicirous ro hearken to ther 
__ bur finding the rime of the year very 
ſonable for Action agamfſt rhe Exgliſh, he divided bs 
Army into two Barrles, each of rheſe confiiting d 
1500 Foot and 500 Horſe, with which he purpoſel 
ro enlarge his Conqueſt. Edward Earl of Cheſier, ' 
prevent the Blow which ſq deſperately hung over hs 
Head, fent oyer for Succors Ireland, of whel 
coming Prince Lhewelyn being certified, manned ol 
a Fleet to intercept them, which meeting witl th 
Iriſh at Sea, after a ſharp Diſpute, forced rhem 
return back with loſs. King Henry being acquai 
ed with the miſcarriage of the Iriſh, reſolved ' 
come 1n Perſon againſt the Welch, and having draW 
rogerher the whole Strength of England, even f!0 
St. Michael's Mount in Cornwal to the River Tot 
marched with his Son Edward in a great Rage 
North-Fales, and withour any oppokition advanced 
as far as Teganwy. Bur the Prince had ſtopped hs 
farther Progreſs, and prevented any long ttay \* 
could make in Wales, baving before hand cauled &- 
ma 
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manner of Proviſion and Forrage to be carricd over 
the River, and then ſecuring the ftraic and narrow 
Paſſages whereby the Engliſh might ger on farther into 
the Country, the Army was in a ſhort time ſo mor- 
ally faiigued, that the King for want of ncceſlary 
Subliltagce was forced to retire in haſte to England 
with confiderable lols. F 

The Prince after that ſending for all the Forces in 
Sowh-Hales, came ro the Marches, where Gruffydb 
Lord of Bromfield finding that the King of England 
was not able ro defend bis Eſtate yielded himfelt up, 
and then paſling to Powys, he baniſhed Gruffydb ap 
C n, and took all the Lands in the Country 
Into his Hands. Proceeding farther, he was encoun« 
wed wich by Gz/bert de Clare Earl of Gloceſter, who 
with a choice Party of Engliſh gave him Bartel. 
Bur L bewelw's Army exceeding both in Number and 
Courage, ealily vanquiſhed and overcame the Engliſh, 
acd fo the Victory being quickly obrained, the Prince 
preſently reduced ro his Power all the Caltles be- 
longing ro the Earl of Gloceſter. King Henry hearing 
of the Earl's overthrow, was much concerned art the 
bob of ſo many brave Souldiers, in whoſe Valor and 

zperience he always put a very great Confidence, 
and therefore to revenge their Deaths, he was again 


$eſolved to march againſt the Welch. Having called - 


his Forces rogerher, and received Supply from Ga/coigre 
and Ireland, he came to Males, bur not daring to 
venture far into the Country, for fear of being forced 
0. make another ſhameful retreat, he only deltrayed 
the Corn near the Borders, it being Harvett time, 
and ſo.rerarned-to Eng/and. Bur Lord Fames Audley, 
Whoſe Daughter was married ro Gruffydb Lord of 
Bromfield, did more miichief and hurt to the Welch, 
Who having brought over a grear Number of Horle- 
men from Germany to ſerve againit rhe Welch, lo ter- 
nfed them with the unuſual largene(s of the Horles, 
and the unacculttomed manner of tighting, that in 
the firſt Encounter the F#//ch were eafily overcome. 
Bueminding to revenge this Dilgrac?, and withal be- 


rg better acquainted with their method of _ 
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th? 'elch in a little after made in-roads into ti; 
Lord Audleys Lands, where the Germans preſently 
ſer upon them. and purſued them to cerrain firai, 
which the Welch diſcovered for a politick retrea; 
The Germans thinkirg they had 'entirely drove the 
Welch away, returned careleſly back, but being (:t 
upon of the ſudden, withour any thought of an Ene. 
my behind, they were all in a manner ſlain by the 
rallying Welch. This ycar a very preat ſcarcity of 
Beets and Horſes happened in England, whereof leve- 
ral Thouſands yearly were ſupplied out of Wales, by 
reaſon of which, the Marches were perfectly robbed 
of all their Breed, and not ſo mech as a Beaſt to be 
ſeen in all the Borders. ' 

The next Spring all the Nobility of JVales conve- 
ned together and rook their mutual Oaths to defend 
heir Country'to Death, againtt the oppreſling Inva 
ſions of the Engliſh; and nor to relinquiſh and for- 
ſake one another upon pain of Perjury ; tho' not- 
withſtanding, Meredith ap R/ys of South-IPales vio 
lated this Agreement, and put himſelf in the Service 
of the King of England. King Henry was ready to 
fall upon the 7eich,. ro which purpoſe he fummoned 
a Parliament, wherein he propoſed to raile a Sublidy 
towards -the Conquelt of Males, being nor able 0 
bim{clt ro bear the Expenccs of this War, by realon 
of ſeveral Loſſes he had already received, the Coun: 
try of Pembroke being lately deſtroyed and taken bf 
the Welch, where they found plenty of Salt, whid 
before rhey were in grear necetfiry of, Bur Jn 
de Valentia accuſing the Earls of Leiceſter and Gi 
ceſter as the Authors of all rhis Miſchief, quite broxt 
all their meaſures, ſo the King was forced to pie 
rogue the Parliament for a time without any $74" 


of a Subſidy. Bur within a while afcer, it (at 
Oxford, where King Henry. and Edward his $0" 


rook a Solemn Oath ro obſerve the Laws and S': 
rates of the Realm, and rhe ſame being rendred 0 
Guy and YFilliam the King's Brothers, and to FH 
S0n to the King of Almain, and to Earl 1/4" 
they refaſed to take it and to departed, In ths Pare

that happily eſcaped, calling up the Country, preſent- 

ly gave chaſe ro Patrick and his Accomplices, who 
being at length overtaken, were almot all pur. ro 

the word. Bur Prince Lhewelyn was now altoge- 

ther bent upon a Peace, and did nor only defire it, 

but was willing to purchale it for a ſumm of Money,

ſpicion of treachery, ſent Meredith ap 


rpoſe he offered ro give the King 4500 


recompence for all rhe Damages he had fut- 
rhe Welch. Matthew of Weſtminſter re- 


altom, th Welch ſhould have all Caules try- 
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timer, who contrary to. his Oath, maintained the k; 

of England's Quarrel. Having forcibly dilpoyiegss 
bin of all Bue{hr, and withour any oppoiition taken 
the Caſtle, where was found a plentiful Magazine 
he marched rhro' all Soueb-ales, contirming his Cay 
quelt, and afrerwards returned to his Palace at 4je,, 
berwixt Bangor and Conwey. Ihe year following, 
Owen ap Meredith Lord of Cyderwven died. But the 
nexr Sumwer was ſomewhat more noted for Action, 
a party of Prince Lbewelm's Men took by furprile 
the Catile of Melrenytb, belonging ro Sir Roger More 
timer, and having put the rett of rhe Gariilon to the 
Sword, rhey took Hotel ap Meyric the Governour 
with hs Wife and Children Priſoners ; and afcer that, 
the Cattle was demoliſhed by the Prince's Order. vir 
Roger Mortimer hearmg of this, with a preat Boiy 
ot Lords anii Knights came 10 Melrenych, whcte 
Prince Lh:welyn mer him, bur Sir Roger not daring to 
hazard a Barrel, planted himfeli within the Ruing 
and. finding he could do no good, detired leave of the 
Prince to retire peaceably. The Prince upon the c- 
count of Relation and near Conlanguinity betwixt 
rhem, and withal becgule he would nor be lo mtan 
ſptrired as to fall upon an Enemy, who hail no power 
zo rehit him, ler him ſafely depart with his Forces, 
and then paſſing on hinielt ro Brecknock at the reque!: 
oi the People of thar Coumry, who twore Fidcltty 
unto him ; 1o paſſed on and returned to No: th-11/ales, 
And now being Confederate with the Barons apaiatt 
King Henry, he was reſolved to practite ſomething 
in the prejudice of the Enp/zſÞ, and 1o ſer upon the 
Earidom of Cheſter, deſtroyed the Caitl-s of Tygam:y 
and- Difſerth belonging ro Edward, who comung thi- 
ther, was yet not able ro prevent the Milchiet done 
to him by rhe Welch, The next year Fohn Strang? 
Junior, Conitable of Monegomgry with a great Num- 
ber of Marchers, came a he before Eaſter by night, 
rhro* Cers to Cydewen, intending to ſurprite the Cattle, 
which when the People of the Country underitood, 
rhey s.enanen rogerher, and ſercing upon gn, 7e6

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Within a while after, rhe Marchers and the Ielch 
mer again near @ place called Clun, where a hot En- 
nt happened between them, in which the 

Fe were worſted, and had a great Number of 
their Men ſlain. After this, nothing remarkable fell 
out for a conſiderable rime, unleſs ir were, that David 
being releaſed our of Priſon by Prince Lhewelyn his 
Brother, moſt ungratetully forlook him, and with all 
his mighr, fided with his Enemies rhe Engliſh ; allo 
Gruffdb ap Geenwynwyn having taken the Caſtle of 
Meld, demoliſhed ut ro the ground. During this quier 
and unactive interval in Fa'es, Meredith ap Owen, the 
main Support and Defender of South-FPales died, to 
the great diladyantage of the Aﬀairs of that Coun- 
ry. And now indeed, the Welch were like to be 
made ſenſible of the Loſs of fo conſiderable a Perſon, 
for King Henry was reſolved once more to lead an 
Army into Hales, and to ſee if he could have better 
Succeſs than he had hirherro againſt the Z/e/ch, Bur 
when he was prepared ro undertake this Expedition, 
Orzobonus Pope Clemen:'s Legate in England, interpoled 
and mediated a Peace, which was concluded upon at 
the Caſtle of Montgomery, wherein ir was articled, 
that Prince Lhewelyn ſhould give the King 30c00 
Marks, and the King was to grant the Prince a Char- 
ter, from thenceforth ro receive Homage and Fealty 
of all the Nobility and Barons of Yales, betides one, 
fo that they could hold their Lands of no other bur 
himſelf, and from thence forward he was to be law- 
fully ſtiled Prince of Wa/es. This Charter being ra- 
tified and confirmed as well by the Authority of the 
Pope, as the King's Scal ; Prince Lhbewelyn delitted 
from any farther Acts of Holtility, and punctually 
obſerved all the Articles of Agreement betwixrt hum 
and King Henry, ſo that nothing more was our- 
ragiouſly rranſacted berween the Engliſh and Welch, 
ng the remainder of this King's reign. Within 
that ſpace, died Grono ap Ednyfed F xchan, one of the 
Chief Lords of the Prince's Coun), and ſhortly after 
him, Gruffydb Lord of Bromfie'd, who lies buried at 
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Burt the Death of King Henry pur an end tothe 
ſervations of the Peace berwixrt the Engliſh and 
Welch. who dying on the 16th. day of November thi 
year, left this Kingdom to his Son Edward. Pring 
Edward was then in the Holy-Land, and very att 
again!t rhoſe Enemies of Chriſtianity, the Tuk, 
where he: had already continued above a yrar ; by 
underttanding of his Father's Death, and tar in hs 
ablence he was proclaimed King of England, he mats 
all haſte ro rerurn to receiye the Solemnity of Cars. 
nation. Bur whar by the tediouineis of the Journey, 
and whar by being honourably detained art Princy 
Courrs in his way, it was rwo years betore he coull 
ger into England, then upon the 1 5th. of Aug: and 
in the year 1274. be was Crowned at Weſtmnſt, 
Prince Lbewelyn was ſummoned to attend at his C6 
ronation, bur he flatly retuled ro appear, unlcfs upon 
{ure Terms of ſafe Conduct, for having oticnded tt 
veral of the Engliſh Nobility, he could nor in later 
paſs thro' their Country without the danger of ex: 
poling his Perſon to the invererare Malice and acce}- 
table' Revenge of ſome of them, And th'reiore wit 
out the King's Brother, the Earl of Gloceſter, and

f the Peace agre:d upom, they were ſigned and ſwore 
0, not only by the K;ng, bur alſo th: Prince his Son, 
w King of England. Among theſe Articles were 
comprebended, that we and our Succeſſors ſhould hold 
of the King and his Succeſſor the Princepality of Wales. 
0 that all the Welch Lords, one Baron excepted, ſhould 
bold their Baronies and Eſtates in Capite of 11s, and 
ld pay their Hcmage and Fealty for the ſame to 
us ; we in like manner doing Homage to the King of 
England and his Succeſſors. And beſides, that the K:ng 
and bis Succeſſors ſhould never offer to receive ad 
entertain. any of our Enemies, nor any ſuch of our onn 
Subjelts as were lawfully baniſhed and excluded our 
Dominions of Wales, nor by any means defend and up- 
bold ſuch againſt us. Contrary to which Articles, King 
Edward bas forcib!y ſeized upon the Eſtates of certam 
Barons of Wales, of which they and their Anceſtors 
bave been immemorably poſſeſſed of,and detains a Barony, 
hich by the form of Peace ſhould have been delivered 
to us; and morecver, has hitherto entertained David

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ap Gruffydh our Brother, and Gruffydh ap Gwen, 
wynwyn, wth ſeveral others of our Enemies why «1 
Out-laws and Fugitives of our Country.

Now ſeeing neither &&,Drnce; nor any of his $y, 
jects upon any,,account whatſoeyer, have moved ay 
begun this War, but obly defended, themiglves, thei 
Properties, Laws, and Liberties, from the Encroach 
ments of other. Perſans;1 and fince the Engliſh , iy 
either Malice. or-Coyetoyſnels to obtain gur Eftats, 
have unjuſily occalioned all theſe Troubles and Bra 
inthe Kingdom, we are aſſured that our Defence 
juſt and lawful , and therein depend upon the Ai 
and Afliſtance of Heaven ; which will be mot cyel 
ly revenged upon our facrilegicus and inhumane Ene. 
mies, who have left na manner of Enormitics, in 
relation to God and Man, uncommitted, Therefor 
your Grace would more juſtly threaten your Eccle 
fiaſtical Cenſures, againſt the Authors and Abetto 
of ſuch unparalle!l'd Villamies, than the innocent Sub 
terers.

Detence 
of our own Libeities from the inſatiable Ambincn 
of our Enemies. And ſeeing your Grace has pi0- 
miſled to fulminate Sentence againſt all rhem that el: 
ther for Malice or Profit would hinder and obſ{t:uct 
the Peace ; it is evident who in this reſpect are Tranl- 
greflors and Delinquents ; the fear and apprchention 
of Impriſonment and Ejection out of our Eitatcs, the 
tenſe of Opprefſion and tyrannical Government, have- 
Ing compeil'd us to take up Arms for the lecurty 0 
our Lives and Fortunes.

But as ſoon as the Tide be- 
fan to appear, aud the Sea had overflown beſide the

other Engagement paſſed bctween the Engliſh and the 
Walcb, wherein the former loſt Fourteen Colour, th 
Lords Audley and Clifford the younger being (lain, ul 
the Kivg himſelf forced to retreat for ſafety tothe (y 
ſtle of Hope. 

And while theſe things paſſed in Nortb-FWales, th 
Earl of Gloceſter and Sir Edmund Mortimer acted yi 
gorouſly with their Forces in Sourb-H1/a/es ; and fight 
ing the Welch at Lhandeilo Farr , overthiew then, 
with the loſs of no conſiderable Perion, laving Wk 
liam deValence the King's Coſin-Gierman , and Fou 
Knights befides. Prince Lhewelyn was all this whik 
in Cardigan, a waſting and deitroying all the Cow 
try, and principally the Lands of Rhys ap Meredith 
who very unnaturally held with the King of Englai 
1n all theſe Wars. Bur being art length tired wit 
Attion, with a few,Men privately ſeparated himkl 
from his Army, and came to Buelhe, thinking to ea 
and reſpit himlelf there undiſcovered, But coming 
the River W5e, he met with Edmund Mortimer ad 
John Gifſord, with a conſiderable Party of the Peopt 
of that Country, which Mortimer was Lord of. Bt 
neither Party venturing to affail rhe other , Princ 
Lhewelym with one an } Servant rerired to a pint 
Grove 1n a neighbouring Valley, rhere to conſult wi 
certain Lords of the Country, who had appointed 
meet him, In the mean time Mortzmer deſcends fo 
the Hill, with intencion to fall upon Lhewelyn's Men, 
which theyperceiving, betook themſelves to thc Bot 
called Pont Orewyn, and manfully defended the 1 
ſage he was to croſs. Mortimer could effect nothin 
againſt them, till he had gained the Bridg, the NC 
being unpaſſable ; and to force them rv quit it, | 
ed altogether impracticable. But at lait, the K 
was diſcovered to be fordable a little below, 304" 
Helias Vain was detached with a Paity through

an Army and went againtt Sir Rhys's, whole Army he 
quickly diſperſed, and overthrew his Ca\tle of Dr. 
folan, bur not wirhout the loſs of ſome of his Chief 
Men. For as they beſieged and undermined the fai 
Calile, rhe Walls unexpectedly fell down, by which 
unlucky Accident, ſeveral of the Engliſh were opprel. 
{ed and bruiſed ro Death, among whom were the 
Lord Strafford, and the Lord PFilliam de Monchenc, 
Bur within a while afrer, Robert Tiproſt Lord Deputy 
of Wales, raiſed a very powerful Army againſt Sir 
Rhys, and after a ſlaughter of 4000 of the FFelch, took 
him Priſoner, who the Mz:chaelmas following, at the 
King's going to Scotland, was condemned and executed 
at Norh. . 

Bur the Death of Sir Rhys did nor pur a final pe- 
riod ro all the Quarrels berwixt the Engliſh and 
Welch, for in a ſhort time after, there happened a 
new occafion for the Welch ro murmur againſt, and 
upbrazd the Government of the Engliſf over them, 
King Edward was now in actual knmity and War 
with the King of France, for the carrying on of which, 
he wanted a liberal Subſidy and Supply from his Sud- 
jects. This Tax was with a great deal of pation 
and reluctancy levied in divers places of the Kings 
com, but more eſpecially in Males, the Welch being 
never acquainted with ſuch large Contributions be- 
fore, violently ſtormed and exclaimed againſt ir. Þut 
not being ſatisfied with villifying the King's Com 
mand, they rook their own Captain Roger de Pueic/an, 
who was appointed Colletor of the taid Subſidy, and 
hanged him up, together with divers others who # 
bertcd the collecting of the Tax, Then Weſt-Wats 
Men choſe Mae/gon Fychan for their Captain, and |0 
entring into Caermardhyn and Pembroke-ſhires, Nt) 
cruelly haraſſed all the Lands that belonged to tt 
Engliſk, and then returned Jaden with confideradi 
Booty, The Glamorgan-ſhire Men, and they rowards 
the South Parts, chote one Moroan for their Leader, 
and (er upon the Earl of Gloceſter, whom they forced 
to make his cicape out of the Country ; and lo M* 
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44 Was pur in poſſeſſion of rhoſe Lands which the 
Anceſtors of the Earl of Gloceſter had forcibly raken 
away from Morgan's fore-Fathers. On the other (ide,the 
North-Wales Men ſet up one Madoc, related 10 the 
aft Lhewelyn ſlain at Buelbe, who having drawn to- 

a great Number of Men, came to Caernarvon, 
and ſetting upon the Engliſh, who in great multitudes 
had then reſorted thither to a Fair, flew a great many, 
and afterwards ſpoiled and ranſacked the whole 
Town. King Edward being acquainted with theſe 
different InſurreCtions and Rebellions in Males, and 
defrous ro quell the Pride and Stubborneſ(s of the 
Welcb, bur moſt of all to revenge the Death of his 
great favourite Roger d? Puleſdon, recalled his Brother 
Edmmd Earl of Lancaſter, and Hen'y Lacy Earl ol 
Lincoln, and Lord of Denbigh, who with a conſfider- 
able Army were ready ro embark for Gaſcoign, and 
countermanded themyinto FPales. Being arrived there, 
they paſſed quierly forward, rill they came ro Den- 
bipb, and as foon as they drew near unto the Caſtle, 
upon St. Martin's day the H/lch with great Fury and 
þ rage faced them, and joyning Barrels, forced 
them back with a very conſiderable lols.

But for all that theſe Letters paſſed berwixt them, 
whether by reaſon that Bruce's Terms were conceived 
unreaſonable, nothing however was concluded upon, 
and the whole Treaty came ro nothing. Bur Sir 
Grufhdh, tho' without any hopes of affiitance from 
the Scots, would nor lay aſide what he had once un- 
dertaken, and therefore having gathered all the For- 
ces he could, deſperately fer upon, and almotit in an 
nſtant over-ran all North-Hales and the Marches, ſei- 
ling upon all the Catles and Strong-holds thro' the 
Country. Bur all to no purpoſe, tor as the moit 
violent ſtream is quickly over, ſo Sir Gruffdb's Army 
was preſently ſpent, and then being mer with by a 
ſtrong Derachment of Englſp, his Party was eatily 
dicomfited, and himſelf taken Priſoner, 

. The ſame Year being the 15th. of the reign of King 
Edward the Second, his eldeſt Son Edward born art 
Windſor, in a Patliament holden at Jork, was cr: ated 
Prince of Wales, Duke of Aquitaine, and Earl of 
Cheſter. This Prince ſucceeded his Father in the 
Kingdom of England, by the Name of Edward the 
Third ® one of the greateſt and mott powerful Mo- 
narchs that ever fat upon the Engizſh Fhrone. 

.» Edward born at Foodſtcch, elitctt Son and Heir ro 
King Edward the Third, was created Prince oft Wales, 
upon the 12th, day of May in the 17th. year of his 
Father's reign, being then about fourteen years of 
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age. He was a Prince of incomparable Qualige, 
tions, bur ſo ſignally Famous in Martial Aﬀairs, tha 
upon the account of the ſeveral Actions he was «&. 
gaged in, he received the Name of Black-Prince. He 
took Fohn the French King Priſoner at the Bane! 
of. Poiftzers, and ſhamefully vanquiſhed the Fren 
Army in the Bartel of Creſſy. He did not live toen. 
joy the Crown, but died one year before his Father, 
in the Forty Sixth Year of his Age ; no Prince was in 
his life-rime better beloved, and after his Death mor 
lamented by the Engisfp Nation, who had he lived 
to fir upon the Helm, no one doubted but that he 
would have exceeded as to all Qualifications, the 
=oy glorious Renown of the greateſt of his Ance. 
ors. 

in the time of Edward the Third, lived Sir Tudr 
Vaughan ap Grono, deſcended lineally from Edwf:l 
Vaughan, a Perſon as to Eſtate, Power and Interett 
one of the Chiefeſt in Norch Hales. Upon ſome 
motive, Either of Ambition or Fancy, he atlumed to 
bimfelt the Honor of Knighthood, r<quiring al 
People ro call and ſtile him Sir Tudor ap Grow, # 
if he did prognoſticate and fore-ſee, that our of hs 
Loyns ſhould ariſe rhoſe that ſhould have Power to 
confer that.

The King appp'® 
ving and liking well the Man's forwardneſs and rel0- 
lution, was ealily perſuaded' ro confirm the Honor of 
Knighth 
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Kaighthood upon him. From this Sir Tudor lineall 
deſcended os the Seventh King of England, who 
was the Son of Edmund Earl of Richmond, the Son 
of Sir Owen Tudor, Son to Meredith, the Son of this 
Sir Tudor ap Gono. 

After the Dearh of the Black Prince, his Son Richard 
born at Bourdeaux in France, being bur Ten Years 
of age, was created Prince of Wales at Havering at 
Bepre, on the 2<th. day of November, and in the 
zoth, Year of Edward the Third, his Grandfather's 
reign, whom he ſucceeded in the Crown of Enp- 
land 


Hewry born at Monmouth, Son and Heir to 
the Fourth King of England, upon the 1 5th. of Ottober,

Whilſt Richard the Second reigned, one Owen ap 
Fychan, deſcended of a younger Son of 
4p Madoc Lord of Bromfield, was nor a lit- 
tle Famuus. This Owen had his Education ia one of 
the Ines-of-Court, where he became Barifter at Law, 
and afterwards in very great Favour and Credit 
ſerved King Richard, and continued with him at Fling 
Caftle, till at length the King was taken by Henry 
of Lancaſter. Betwixr this Owen and Repinald 
Lord Gray of Rhuthyn, there happened no ſmall Dife 
ference touching a Common lying berween the Lord- 
ſhip of Rbuehm, whereof Reginald was Owner, and 
the Lordihip of Glndowrdwy in the pofleſſion of Owem, 
whence he borrowed the Name of Glyndvr. Du- 
mg the reign of Richard the Second, Owen as being 
a Courtier, and in no mean eſteem with the Ki 
did oyer-power Reginald, who was neither fo wel] be- 
friended at Court, nor beloved in the Country as 
Owen was. But after King Richard's _—_ the 
Scene was altered, and Regina/d. as then better be- 
friended than Owen, centred upon the Common. which

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Money. And for the better enabling him to pay fo 
r a Fine, rhe King was pleaſed ro grant, that 
whereas it was enacted, thar ſuch Perſons who were 
owners of Lands in Ireland, and did not there reſide, 
ſhould for ſuch their negle&, forfeit rwo parts of the 
Profirs of them to the King ; that notwithſtanding

This good Succeſs over the Lord Gray, together 
with the numerous reſort of the Mlch ro him, and 
the favourable interprerations of the Prophecies 
of Merdhyn, which ſome conſtrued very advantagi- 
ouſly, made the ſwelling mind of Glyndwr over- 
flow its Banks, and gave him ſome hopes of reftoring 
this Iſland back ro the Britains, Wherefore he ſer 
upon the Earl of March, who mer him with a nu- 
merous party of Hereford=ſhire Men, bur when they 
came to cloſe, the F/lch-men proved roo powerful, 
and having killed above a Thouſand Men of the En- 
gliſh, they took the Earl of March Priſoner. King 
Henry upon this was trequently requeſted ro Ranſom 
the Earl, bur to no purpoſe ; for whether by reaſon thar 
Moreimer had a juiter Litle ro the Crown than himſelf, 
he being the next Heir in Blood after King Richard, 
who was as yetliving, or becaule of ſome other private 
odium, the King would never hearken to his Redemp- 
tion, alledging that he wiltully threw himſelf into the 
hands of Glyudiwr.

prentices to any Trade or Occupation, were enade 
by the King againſt the ZYelcb ; fo thar nothing au 
cool his diſpleaſure, but that a whole Nation ſtout 
be wrongfully oppreſled, for the faulr and miſcarriay 
of one Perſon. Bur one might think, that thy 
was no politick method to ſecure a Nation in i 
Allegiance, which upon lighter Afﬀronrs was ul 
to defend irs Priviledges ; and therefore we may we 
atrribure rhe quier difpofition of the Welch towards 
this time, to the moderation of Henry the Fifth, who 
within a little time ſucceeded his Father in the Crom 
of England.

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, and among the reſt Sir David Gam, bur 
not upon the ſame deſign with the reft, having an 
mention in this meeting ro murder Glyndyfwr. Bur 
the. Plor being diſcovered, and Sir David ſecured, 
he had liked ro undergo preſent Execution, had nor 
Ghmdyfwr's belt Friends, and rhe greareſt Upholders 
of his Cauſe, pleaded in his behalf, by whoſe in- 
rercefſion he was prevailed with ro grant Sir David 
both his Life and Liberry, upon condirion he would 
ever afrer continue True and Loyal ro him. Sir 
David promiſed very loudly, bur with the reſerya- 
non never to perfzrm; for as ſoon as he came tro 
his own Country, where he was a Perſon of very 
conſiderable Sway and Intereſt, he did exceedingly 
annoy and molett rhoſe rhat any way favoured or 
adhered ro Glyndyfior. While Sir David lay in Pri- 
ſon at Machynlleth, for his attempt againit Owen's 
Life, this Eng/yn was made, upon him.
